[Abdelhay Aboulkhatib dispatch: "“Maati Bouabid Has Talks With Amir Shaykh 
al-Jabir al-Sabah"] 


[Text] Kuwait--Kuwait, the first stage in a tour of the Gulf countries, is 
now giving a warm and fraternal welcome to Prime Minister Maati Bouabid who 
was received with special respect by His Highness Crown Prince and Prime 
Minister Shaykh Sa'd al-‘Abdaliah al-Salim al-Sabah, surrounded by the members 
of the government and the diplomatic corps. 


It was an official ceremony but was stamped with a touching simplicity which 
enabled the two brothers to meet again following their last meeting in 
Marrakesh and Rabat last December. 


The working visit only began at the practical level yesterday morning, hailed 
by the whole Kuwaiti press which is unanimous in picking out and highlighting 
the complete agreement between His Majest; Hassan II and Kuwait's amir, their 
desire to increase cooperation between our two countries and to take action 
for the unity and economic and sociai development of the Arab nation and the 
Islamic nation. 


That subject was discussed particularly during the meeting which Kuwait's 
amir granted to Mr Maati Bouabid yesterday morning. 


Two questions dominated the meeting: 
-—-the situation in the Arab world 
--the tension reigning in the Arab Maghreb. 


With regard to the first question and therefore to the Near East in particu- 
lar, Kuwait's amir clearly expressed his viewpoint, which is as follows: 

The situation which the Arab nation is experiencing, Israel's challenge and 
arrogance, and our weakness in face of the common enemy are undoubtedly caused 
by fratricidal conflicts, by our chronic if not permanent disunity and by 

the egoism which we show in our behavior toward one another. 








Mr Bouabid replied that the amir's concem is still one of His MajestyHassan 
II's deep concerns, namely the unity of the Arab world, how to combine our 
efforts, the solution and removal of all our divisions, and the sincere and 
real desire to forget our differences and to devote ourselves solely to 
building a strong and prosperous Arab and Muslim nation. 


Kuwait's amir then raised the Sahara question, mentioning the "information" 
given to him by President Chadli Bendjedid during an umexpected visit to 
Kuwait last Wednesday. 


The Algerian president claimed that, by trying to have the SDAR admitted to 
the OAU, "Algeria is trying to bring the warring sides face to face." 


Mr Bouabid explained to his illustrious interlocutor that it would be a mis- 
take to believe the Algerian “diversionary maneuvers" which show the Arab 
community, if there is still any need to do so, that Algiers intends to main- 
tain and aggravate a hotbed of tension in a sensitive and vital part of the 
Arab world at a time when all our efforts and human and material potential 
should be devoted to the salvation struggle against Zionism and underdevelop- 
ment. 


Mr Bouabid explained that the objective analysis of the facts proves that 
the Algerian Government is systematically sabotaging any peace effort, and 
is sabotaging the encouraging process started by His Majesty Hassan II with 
his initiative for holding a referendum. 


"Algeria,'' Mr Bouabid stressed, “has always claimed that any solution to the 
problem depends on a referendum. His Majesty Hassan II solemnly agreed to 
that before the African heads of state, thus catching Algeria off balance and 
exposing its insincerity, because Algiers is now rejecting the referendum 

and is continuing to plunge the Arab nation into division and wretchedness.” 


The second aspect of Mr Bouabid's working visit concerms of course the 
strengthening of bilateral cooperation. 


That subject was raised Sunday afternoon by an expanded working session at- 
tended on the Moroccan side by Mr Bencheikh, Mr Jouahri, Mr Tougani, Mr Smili, 
Mr Hammoud and several departmental heads from all the sectors concerned. 


The preliminary talks were held in three phases. 


The first consisted of a short meeting between the two prime ministers to 
decide on the methods of working. The second was devoted to a working ses- 
sion opened by two speeches by his highness the crone prince and the Moroccan 
prime minister. 


The Kuwaiti crown prince stressed the importance of this working visit which 
is taking place scarcely 3 months after the one he made to Morocco. He 
stressed the fact that our two countries should continue to exchange view- 
points for the benefit of both sides and for the good of the Arab nation. 











The crown price said that he thinks the Arab world is suffering from its 
disunity; an example is the hostility between Iraq and Syria which is under- 
mining the struggle on the Palestinian people's behalf; another example is 
the Iranian regime's obstinacy in rejecting any mediation aimed at finding 

a solution to its conflict with Iraq and consequently with the whole Arab 
nation. It is those divisions in the Arab and Muslim world which he thinks 
encourage Zionism in its war of aggression and plunder. 


In his reply Mr Maati Bouabid said that Morocco is an Arab, Muslim, African 
and nonaligned country. As such Morocco, led by His Majesty Hassan II, 
constantly fights for the Arab nation's dignity, for the Muslim world's in- 
dependence, for peace in Africa and for the Third World's happiness. 

Mr Bouabid stressed the need to reach agreement on a minimum platform for 
taking up the challenge of the Khomeyni regime, the Zionist regime and under- 
development. 


As regards the Sahara affair, Mr Bouabid reiterated Morocco's clear and pre- 
cise stance, namely to implement the decisions taken by the first, second 
and third Nairobi meetings. 


With regard to economic and financial matters, the expanded session then 
agreed to review all questions and examine them in the framework of the 
Moroccan-Kuwaiti grand commisssion which is to meet in 1 month's time. None- 
the less several Moroccan technicians and experts will continue on-the-spot 
discussions with their Kuwaiti counterparts. 


The Kuwaiti crown prince and Mr Maati Bouabid then had a private meeting 
which lasted almost 1 hour. 


Mr Bouabid was also to have the opportunity to continue his talks during an 
official dinner given in his honor yesterday evening by the Kuwaiti crown 
prince. 

It should be noted that in the framework of this visit the Moroccan delegation 
visited several examples of Kuwaiti achievements, especially the oil installa- 


tions and an institute for handicapped children. 


Mr Bouabid will give a dinner in honor of his Kuwaiti counterpart today.

Front for the Liberation of Palestine (DFLP) Political Bureau--date and place 
not given] 


\Excerpts] Question: What are the politically and organizationally important 
topics that will be proposed for discussion by the Palestine National 
Council [PNC]? 


Answer: In our opinion, there are a number of issues of strategic influence 
on our future as a Palestinian people. The PNC should define a clear and 
decisive policy on these issues, the most important of which is the call to 
convene an extraordinary session to discuss one issue, namely the uprising 
in the occupied territories, the means to support this uprising and the way 
to escalate it in order to achieve its goals. 


This is the only issue proposed that is officially listed on the PNC's 
agenda. However, I personally think, and so does the DFLP that although 
this issue is so important and should be given all priorities, there are 
other equally important issues that the PNC must discuss and adept a clear, 
decisive and binding policy one for future PLO moves, particularly since 
1982 is a crucial year in which several issues and "accounts" on the Arab 
level should be settled. 


There is an imperialist U.S.-Zionist endeavor being pushed by the friends 

of the United States in the Arab region. This endeavor is targeted to focus 
on a new Arab initiative to be presented at the next Arab summit, which is 
meant to be held before the end of this year. This Arab initiative is 
emphasized by the United States and by more than one Israeli stand on the 
plea that the situation in the region will remain tense and ready to explode 


unless the Arabs determine what they want! 














As you «now, an attempt was made last year at the Fes summit--the Fahd plan-- 
but this attempt was not approved concurrentiy by the Arabs, because the PLO 
had a number of major comments on the "Fahd initiative." The Arab stead- 
fastness group had comments too. In these comments, the PLO and the other 
Steadtastness forces objected to and rejected the Fahd plan. This made 

the Saudis suspend the plan, but to us the attempt did not achieve its goal. 
This is a very important matter which has direct connection with and direct 
ettect on the present and future of the struggle of the Palestinian and the 
future of the Arab liberation movement.

: t is the phasic political platform decided by the chain of former 
national councils. The most recent national council, held in 1981, called 
for Israel's withdrawal to the frontier of 1967, the right of self-determina- 
tion of the Palestinian people, and the unconditional establishment of the 
Palestinian independent national state. 


The stand of the DFLP of the plan which Prince Fahd has presented was clear: 


First: The plan, in its restricted points purposely does not mention the 
PLO, its becoming or being the sole representative of the Palestinian people. 
This is not a coincidence. The PLO gives daily lessons [in struggle], the 
most recent of which was the uprising in the West Bank that expressed its 
nonacceptance of any plan from any Arab official and ignores the PLO, its 
representation of the Palestinian people, and its role in such a plan. 


Second: The plan ignores the Palestinian people's right to self-determination 
on their soil. It restricts the right of self-determination to the 
Palestinians of the West Bank and Gaza Strip. This, too, is not a coincidence, 
considering that what has passed is past and is incontrovertible and that 

we should deal with the present now without referring to the past! 


Third: The plan lacks a method for achieving this settlement. There is no 
mention of an international framework. Within what international framework 
will this settlement be made? Will it be made between the Palestinians on one 
side and the United States and Israel on the other? If this is intended, 

then the results of this settlement are known beforehand because the results 
of anv settlement are not decided by the intelligence of the negotiator at 

the table of negotiations. The results are decided by the balance of forces 
which are represented by this or that negotiator. For instance, the 

Soviet Union and the Eastern Bloc, which are the permanent strategic allies 

of the Palestine people, the Arab liberation movement, and the Arab peoples, 
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re not mentioned ac all and purposely disappear in the plan. The necessity 

i the Soviet Union's participation is not some sort of fanatic support 

ior the Soviet Union for one reason or another. It is at the very least, 
the Palestinian national welfare and the welfare of the Arab liberation 

ovement that relies on the Soviet Union in war and in peace. 


purth: The plan calls on 21 Arab countries to recognize Israel. Point 
seven of the plan talks about "coexistence" for free and beforehand without 
receiving anything tangible in return except a promise of the possibility 

= a dialogue between the United States and the Palestinians. Imagine us 
accepting this initiative regardless of the authority that presented it, even 
if it was presented by 2 senior Palestinian leader, not an oil country 
that has an intimate relationship with the United States. 


In any case, the PLO has the right to reject this plan because it lacks the 
aforementioned major points. However, following the failure of the Fes 
summit and the suspension of the plan, certain voice--some of which have 
not recognized the PLO vet, iike Oman for instance--rang out saying that the 
Saudi initiative is no longer the possession of Prince Fahd. They said it 
has become an Arab initiative, and insisted on keeping it on the agenda of 
the upcoming summit. [This was associated with] a series of indicative acts 
f U.S. envoys who talked and focused on a required Arab initiative. 


The PNC should concur on this matter and put an end to the debate that was 
held during the phase of the Fahd initiative, before, during and after the 
Fes summit. The NPC should put an end to this matter on the basis that there 
is no room for such plans and we as Palestinians reject what encroaches upon 
our national rights and ignores the PLO. After all, why should we coerce 

21 Arab countries into recognizing Israel for free? 


We even used to say if we take it for granted that we in Lebanon, where the 
Palestinian revolution exists, were pressured by the threat of annihilition 

to recognize Israel, why should we coerce Mauritania, Somalia, the Yemen, 

or Tunisia into recognizing Israel? What is the wisdom behind these countries 
recognizing Israel? In this case, they threw some cards in our hands to use 
when necessary against our will. This is one of the issues that should be 
broached [at the PNC]. 


During this debate on that role some voices rang out asking if it is all 
right for those who approved the Brezhnev initiative to reject the Fahd plan? 
This is an Arab plan and that is a communist atheist and infidel plan. Those 
people forget that the Soviet Union is not an Islamic state committed to the 
liberation of Islamic santuaries at the rock, and in Jerusalem, Nazareth and 
the like. The Soviet Union is not an Arab state or member of the Arab league 
committed to the league's charter and joint defense covenant. The Soviet 
Union is a superpower that has a course and a policy. It has announced 
principles and believes it must play a responsible role in sustaining 
international peace. It also has a principle on taking responsibility for 
the support of the struggle of the peoples longing for freedom.

Moreover, the 
NATO forces operate in Sinai under the multinational forces. These forces 
form a geographic, political and military demarcation line that prevents 

the possibility of Egypt playing any military role in the future. What is 
the role that Egypt can play if it returns to the Arab fold burdened and 
chained with the Camp David accords? What is Egypt's function in this case? 
Can it stand at the Arab League while recognizing Israel? Will Egypt's 

role be to urge inch-by-inch liberation of the land, or will its role be

Abu Iyad referred to the Palestinian-Lebanese-Syrian National Alliance in 
his speech and said that the alliance is a firm basis for confronting 
traitors.

ARAB, ISLAMIC COUNTRIES" SHARE OF SHIPPING MARKET INCREASES 
London ARABIA in English No 7, Mar 82 p 55 


[Text] Shipowners from the Arab and Islamic countries are preparing for a 
major new push to open up international shipping markets. Plans for the action 
are being discussed in boardrooms, ministries and port authorities throughout 
the area following a conference held in Bahrain in February attended by govern- 
ment representatives, businessmen and academics from the Arab states, Pakistan, 
Sri Lanka and Taiwan as well as Europe and the US. 


In an address to the conference, which was organised by the Arabian Exhibition 
Management Company of Bahrain and the Paris-based firm Technoexpo, the Presi- 
dent of the Saudi Ports Authority, Dr Fayez Badr, called for “urgent action" 
to open up the market in shipping, saying that in service activities such as 
shipping “there is no reason why there should be less Arab involvement and 
competition than in other fields." 


He and other developing country representatives said that the current recession 
in the market was no excuse for the failure of western companies to share their 
skills and knowledge with the developing countries, or for their insistence 

on keeping a large part of the profits made in shipping services to themselves. 
Such an attitude, they noted, violated the spirit of agreements reached at 

the |\nited Nations Conference on Trade and Development (UNCTAD), which called 
for developing countries to be allowed to carry at least 40 per cent of their 
trade in their own vessels. 


So far, the push to open up world shipping markets has taken a variety of forms. 
One of the most important is the formation of a new Islamic Shipowners Associa- 
tion which aims to improve trade between Islamic countries and to increase their 
share in world shipping. First proposed by the Karachi-based Islamic Chamber of 
Commerce, Industry and Commodity Exchange, after its formation in 1978, the new 
association got the formal go-ahead early last year when the 38-nation Third 
islamic Summit Conference held in Makkah and Taif approved its foundation and 
agreed to provide it with diplomatic and economic support. 


While the 38 nations refrained from drawing any clear links between the political 
and economic impact of the new association, the final conference declaration 
noted that the security of the area's maritime routes--in the Indian Ocean, the 
Red Sea, the Arabian Sea and the Gulf--was being increasingly threatened by 




















superpower rivalries in the regions adjacent to the Muslim world and urged the

nations attending to take steps to increase their own self-reliance in shipping 
ind maritime affairs. 


nowever, Tor now, the new association will concentrate on coordinating routes 
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oetween tne isiamic states and on providing technical and information services 
to its members, who include the Pakistan-based Gulf Shipping Lines headed by 
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“ustata Gokal, a close adviser to President Zia on shipping affairs. 


Another approach to the need to open up the markets is being taken by the 
ionger-established Kuwait-based United Arab Shipping Company (UASC) which was 

set up in 1976 by the governments of Bahrain, Iraq, Kuwait, Qatar, Saudi Arabia 
and the UAE to increase the Arab share of world shipping. It operates pooling 
arrangements with several big western lines, such as Hapag Lloyd of West Germany, 
Ned Lloyd of Holland, Ellerman Lines of the UK and Belgium's CNB lines, to 

help keep costs down while maintaining the quality of service. This allows it 

to operate regular services from East Coast ports in the US, northern Europe

id the Mediterranean to most ports in the Arabian Gulf using both general 
cargo and container vessels. 
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Muhsin al Ali, UASC's deputy manager at its office in Liverpool, England, told 


ARABIA that pooling arrangements of this kind enable the firm to offer services 
to the Gulf every six days or so, while other smaller operators outside the 
pool often offer sailings only once a month, or even change their schedules at 


port of call. He said that “even though there are still a lot of outsiders 
knocking around with pricing policies trying to break the market," UASC, as a 
"conference-minded line," was not trying to undercut prices but instead to offer 
a reasonable rate in accordance with the first-class service it was able to pro- 
vide. 


Finally, there are the policies operated by the various national lines of the 
Arab and Islamic countries, most of which are also trying to increase their 
share of world shipping with varying degrees of success. While a country like 
Syria finds it difficult to compete on its own and to achieve the 40 per cent 
share called for by UNCTAD, ohter lines, such as the Saudi National Shipping 
Company, have greater opportunities to press ahead. The latter recently placed 
a $250m order for four 38,000-tonne roll-on/roll-off vessels, each of which is 
capable of providing space for 2,000 containers. 


Built by the Swedish yard Kockums, the four ships will enable the Saudi line 

to handle up to a quarter of all the container traffic to the country originat- 
ing in the US, Europe and the Far East. Given the Kingdom's ability to insist 

that exporters use Saudi shipping lines, this kind of added tonnage could make 

Saudi National a major force in world shipping markets.

[Text] "Persevere. We were disappointed by the lack of specific action 
following the plan for a European initiative in the Near East, but we also 
know that it is a difficult undertaking. So do not be discouraged, carry 
or...'' This is the essence of the message received by Mr Tindemans, who has 
visited Kuwait and Saudia Arabia on the Ten's Europe could formulate new 
ideas likely to facilitate a comprehensive settiement of the Israeli-Arab 


conflict. 


The approaches of Kuwait and Saudi Arabia are basically similar but are 
perhaps expressed with differences of detail. 


Ruler of Kuwait Shaykh Jabir and his foreign minister, Shaykh Sabah both 
told Mr Tindemans how happy they were to see a representative of the Ten in 
their country again. This was a way of pointing out that the hope prompted 
by the European declaration in Venice was disappointed by the paralysis 
that suddenly hit European diplomacy. Mr Tindemans' Kuwaiti interlocutors 
also encouraged him to persevere, to meet with as many Arab leaders as 
possible so that in the final analysis Europe itself can formulate its own 
stance, formulate new ideas and adopt a specific posture. 


Kuwait regards such European action as all the more necessary and pressing 
inasmuch as it believes that there is a possibility of stronger USSR 
initluence on Syria and on the PLO and the threat of a bitter war in which 
East-West antagonism could increase. 


Anxious because of the Iranian-Iraqi conflict, moreover, the Kuwaiti leaders 
are particularly worried by the threats looming over the Middle East, because 
in the absence of prospects of a settlement there is also uncertainty 
regarding U.S. policy. 
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No to ‘Biblical Expansion' 


The fighting which in the past few days has again raged between the Iraqis 
and Iranians along the banks of the Karun River also worries the Saudis. 


But the main topic of the very lengthy conversation (over 3 hours) between 
Saudi diplomatic chief Prince Sa'ud and the current chairman of the Ten's 
Council of Ministers was the conflict in the Near East. Of course, they 
discussed the "Fahd Plan"--Jiddah calls it the "Arab Plan"--which has not 
been abandoned, despite the setback at the Fes summit (the plan envisaged 
the implicit recognition of Israel). Saudi Arabia wants to eliminate 

the slogan of an Arab threat to "throw the Jews into the sea," but on the 
other hand condemns Israel's present policy “of biblical expansionism," 
which it believes has nothing to do with the desire to give a homeland to 
the victims of anti-semitism. 


In other words, in the Saudis" opinion Israeli anxieties about security must 
be taken into account in negotiations, as long as the principles of an 
Israeli withdrawal from occupied territories and Palestinian self-determina- 
tion are also accepted. 


"Conceptual Framework’ 


Who should attend a possible future international conference? The United States 
and the USSR and all the sides involved in the conflict, including the PLO. 

In the Saudis’ opinion it would be foolish for the Palestinians not to be 
represented or for them to be represented by someone else. They can be 
represented only by their spokesman, the PLO. So there is no longer any 
question of lapsing back into the tergiversations that marked the attempts 

in 1977 to restart the Geneva conference on this subject. 


As for what Saudi Arabia expects from the Ten, it too expects them to 
persevere, particularly in their efforts to ensure that the PLO is accepted 
as a fully-fledged partner, and hopes that Europe will use its influence 

on the United States. 


What did Mr Tindemans promise or propose? He has disclosed nothing about 

this, but at the present stage of his mission he was probably discreet, 

because he has to report to his colleagues before and after his visit to Israel 
and because he doubtless cannot make any specific commitments before the 

next Council of Ministers meeting in June. 


So it is too early to perceive what doctrine the minister will propose to his 
partners. For the time being one can at least imagine that it will aim to 
create the preconditions for a conference and to define a "conceptual frame- 


work" for it rather than to formulate the solution. 











Mr Tindemans' interlocutors could not fail to observe that he was the fourth 
emissary of the Ten to embark on a mission of information and therefore 
xpressed the hope of more continuity. This observation will not have been 


on 
a complete surprise to the minister, who seems determined to tackle the 
problem. 


Mr Tindemans brings back positive impressions from his talks in Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia. Not to mention some ideas discussed with our ambassadors 


for promoting economic cooperation, since diplomacy does not rule out other 
concerns.

INTERVIEW WITH RESISTANCE LEADERS

(lext] The liberation struggle against the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 

is prompting a merger of the different movements that from the outset have 
conducted the guerrilla fight, later forming the resistance. These movements 
can be subdivided into currents reflecting the great ethnic, cultural and 
social diversity present in the various regions of this country, which is 
Still economically very backward. 


The currents are as follows: aan 
The first, generally fundamentalists, which embraces several movements of 
a strong religious character, is now waging a “holy war." Another, very 
substantial, politically and religiously moderate current forms the basis 
of the newly-formed liberation front which is called more precisely the 
"Union of the Muslim Mujahidin of Afghanistan." The front includes the 
National Front for the Liberation of Afghanistan, the Islamic National 
Front for the Liberation of Afghanistan and the Afghan Islamic Revolution 
Movement. 


A third current, the most difficult to analyze, consists of a myriad of 
movements and groups with an almost exclusively local basis, characterized 
by the fact that it is composed almost entirely of guerrillas fighting in 
the interior of the country, who lack any political representatives at a 
more general level. 


We had an opportunity to meet some authoritative representatives of the 
Atghan resistance, particularly of the liberation movements that recently 
merged to form the liberation front, during a visit to Rome. Our questions 
were answered, often jointly, by Mr (Wasefli, former minister, now member 
of the front's supreme council; Mr (Azam), member of the front's political 
department and Supreme Council; Mr (Mazei), guerrilla commander in the 
Kabul and local area; and Mr (Loding), chief of the front's political 
department. 
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[Question] How representative is the liberation front with respect to 
the entire resistance movement? 


[Answer] It is difficult to reply exactly, but one could say that it 
represents the majority of the entire movement. It embraces the strongest 
military groups and also the country's most important areas. 


[Question] What links does the front have with the armed resistance 
in the interior of the country? 


[Answer] Every resistance group is represented by a commander, and these 
commanders in turn are represented on the front's Central Committee. There 
is also an important fact that must be explained. Ours is a liberation 
tront, and as such the link between the military commanders and the 
Central Committee is not restricted to bureaucratic relations. The 
political representatives themselves come and go and operate continuously 
throughout the country. 


[Question] What is the present military situation in the country? 


[Answer] Well, as you know, since the outset the Soviets have deployed a 
large quantity of military facilities against us. They arrived with tanks, 
aircraft, heavy helicopters and sophisticated weapons. Our situation was 
very different, but nevertheless we suffered few losses. Now in the 
clashes the Russians have begun to hit the civilians with bombardments too. 
But they are Afghans, they are our people, so the situation is seen from 
that viewpoint and our losses are higher than theirs. On the other hand, 

I must say that the Soviets are now in a much worse situation than before, 
to the extent that they are having to resort to chemical weapons too. This 
represents a defeat for a superpower--the last resort. The recourse to such 
banned weapons is a sign of weakness. 


[Question] How many losses have the Soviet suffered in this war against 
Afghanistan? 


[Answer] Well, that is not exactly how the question should be asked, because 
this is not a war between two governments, a war with precise statistics. 
This is a war that an entire nation is waging against an invader. They are 
concealing information about losses, but reliable sources taik about 
20,000-25,000 Soviet troops killed. 


[Question] How many Afghans have died in this war? 
[Answer] From the outset the Soviets have used their infantry for frontal 
assault, and that is why they have suffered many losses. They were unpre- 


pared for the guerrilla fighting, and the country's geography has helped us 
too. They suffered many losses, even though the guerrilla fighters were not 
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sxilled in the use of rifles. Now they are using very sophisticated M-24 
heavy helicopters, and when they attack some location they arrive in armored 
vehicles to avoid casualties. On our side the losses have not been so 

Neavy among the guerrilla forces as among the civilians, because the Soviets 
attack the villages. We can say that we have suffered 500,000 losses. This 
is a very high percentage when you consider that Afghanistan's entire 
population is 15 to 16 million. Of these, moreover, about one-fourth, 

4+ million, have fled to Iran and Pakistan. 


\Question] What is the Soviets" strategy? 


.Answer] They want to gain control of the entire country but they cannot do 
so. Only 8 percent of the entire territory is in their hands. 


suestion] In your opinion, what are the causes of this war? Are they 
political, economic, strategic? 


.Answer] In our opinion it is entirely obvious. They want to reach the 
Persian Gulf so as to control oil traffic to the west and then to reach 
Pakistan for the uranium in that country's subsoil. They have to cover 
only another 300 miles to reach the Persian Gulf--a historical objective 


»t the Soviets. 
‘Question}] What is the front's political program? 


Answer] We are not a nation yet unborn. When the Soviets have been driven 
out, our country will again become a free nation, as it was for centuries. 
We nave political institutions and social structures. We are not concerned 
so much with a new political program. Our priority aim is to drive out 
the Soviets. 


.Question} Why did the Soviets fail in their political aims in Afghanistan? 
Why have the agrarian reform and the country's literacy program, promoted 
to the utmost by Babrak Karmal, failed? 


‘Answer] The agrarian reform was launched 2 years before the arrival of 
the Marxist regime's Soviet soldiers, and its failure is linked to the 
actual basic philosophy behind it. It did not reflect our society's needs. 
It was not formulated to help our people. It was simply a maneuver to set 
peasants against landowners. Immediately afterward, the land was taken 
trom the peasants and expropriated by the regime. It was a trick. Now 
nothing remains of this reform. The literacy program was another trick. 
The regime set itself two goals with this program. The first was to 
indoctrinate the people, to obtain convinced Marxists, and also to discover 
from the students what their parents, brothers and sisters thought of the 
regime. It was not a program to help people. That is why it failed. 
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Moreover, Soviet propaganda pinned many hopes on the literacy program, 
without stating, of course, that even before the Marxist regime the Afghan 
Government was working actively to construct more schools, to bring education 
into the countryside. Every member of parliament would continually visit the 
education minister to ask him to construct a school in his constituency. 

It is untrue, however, that they do not want the children to combat our 


national values. They reject the kind of school that the regime wants to 
impose. 


[Question] What are your plans for a government in exile? 


[Answer] The front has not yet launched a plan in that direction, because 

our priority aim now is to strengthen the front in the struggle against 

the invaders. At the same time we are concerned with informing the world 

of everything there is to know, so that people will help and support us. 

We must also combat Soviet propaganda because it obscures the truth. Indeed, 
it is no coincidence that you asked me about agrarian reform and the literacy 
program. The world must know that Afghanistan, before the Soviet intervention, 
used to be a free, Islamic nonaligned UN member country with its own 

traditions and institutions. 


[Question] Do you believe that the Soviet public is at least partly in touch 
with what is happening in Afghanistan? 


(Answer] Well, as you undoubtedly know, Soviet propaganda never mentions 
losses suffered in Afghanistan. But when they take home the bodies of the 
soldiers killed in our country, then the families talk to one another. That 
is one reason why the Soviets send casualties not to Russian hospitals but 
to East Germany. 


This is certainly an interesting point in the question. In this regard it 
must be pointed out that at the outset the Soviets sent Asiatic Russians 

to Afghanistan in the belief that their knowledge of local language and 
customs might help them. But almost immediately a kind of fraternity was 
established between the troops and our people. They asked us for Korans 
because it was very difficult for them to find copies. This is why they were 
immediately replaced. Of course, propaganda in the USSR can conceal the 
truth about this war, but in the long term it is very dangerous for the 
Soviets. Sooner or later the people will know the truth. Unofficial 


reports spread much faster than the "facts" issued by the mass media. It 
is a tact that the harder a dictatorial regime strives to control every 


individual sector of society, the stronger and more widespread impulses 
against the regime become. I am sure that the people are slowly realizing 
what is happening in Afghanistan.

[Text] International news agencies have reported that Algerian Foreign 
Minister Ben Yahia, who was on his way to Tehran to hold talks with officials 
of the Islamic Republic, was killed in an IAR crash on the Iranian-Turkish 
border.

.\Text] Mr Rabbani-Amlashi, the state prosecutor general, was received in 
audience this morning by Imam Khomeyni, the leader of the revolution and 
the founder of the Islamic Republic of Iran, to whom he submitted a report 
on the power of the judiciary. 


At the end of this meeting, our correspondent asked the state prosecutor 
general about the topics discussed with the imam. Mr Rabbani-Amlashi said: 


[Begin recording] In the name of God, the compassionate, the merciful. The 
power of the judiciary and the supreme judicial council's decisions on the 
establishment of an Islamic judicial authority were discussed with the iman. 
The imam was briefed on various suggestions received on this matter. We 
expressed our views to the imam and told him that God willing, in the future 
we must have only an Islamic judicial authority and that a dual system must 
be eliminated. Non-Islamic courts must certainly be eliminated. The judges 
who do not meet the necessary requirements have agreed not to continue their 
judicial duties. As soon as the [word indistinct] one of the judges' 
qualifications is approved, we shall carry out this decision. 


Our public prosecutor's office must be Islamic; of course one Islamic court 
and one Islamic public prosecutor's office must [Rabbani-Amlashi does not 
finish sentence] of course, when I say one court and one public prosecutor's 
office, it does not mean that only one court must handle all cases. No, 

we have civil courts, criminal courts and special civil courts. In each 
court officials and qualified judges carry out their duties and must act in 
accordance with Islamic laws and standards. 


We have sent parts of this plan to the Majlis and part of it is ready. We 
have prepared it and, God willing, it, too, will be sent to the Majlis. We 
hope to have a desirable and Islamic judicial authority. At this point 

the imam specifically mentioned that it is not expected that we reach this 
stage immediately. His eminence even said this issue may last for 10-20 years. 
The power of the judiciary cannot be changed overnight. Nevertheless, the 
people should know that we intend to do everything we can to this end. We 
hope that the Islamic consultative assembly will help us more, that it will be 
better informed of our work, that it will approve the bills we sent to it and 
that the bill on the judiciary will be considered and approved by the Council

SOVIETS SEEN EXPLOITING CHAOS TO INFILTRATE REGIME

[Excerpts] The post-Khomeyni period has begun. Some 35 million Iranians 
are no longer able to tolerate the bloodbath, the murders, the summary 
executions, the score-settling, the inter-tribal massacres, the torture 

and rape in the prisons, the generalized chaos into which they have been 
plunged by the rabble who control the streets, the false mullahs and the 
madmen of allah remotedly controlled to varying degrees by a foreign power. 
There are in all 10 times as many victims as during the shah's whole reign: 
200,000 dead, not to mention 50,000 soldiers who have fallen on the field 
of honor in face of the Iraqi armed forces. 


In this atmosphere of slaughter, Qotbzadeh's “confessions” burst like a 
provocation among the 22 ethnic groups of this vast Persian mosaic, three 
times as big as France. Did not the former foreign minister, one of the 
revolution's most dubious men, serve the aims of those who want to oust the 
"real patriots?" The aim was, therefore, to implicate 83-year-old 
Ayatollah Shari'at Madari, hitherto untouchable and the real religious 
leader of the Iranian Shi'ites in an alleged plot against Khomeyni. Those 
who follow 'Ali (husband of Fatima, son-in-law of (Mahomet), fourth caliph, 
who was treacherously murdered) do not have a hierarchy as in the Catholic 
Church, but Kazem Shari'‘at Madari can nonetheless be placed second in 
Shi'ite ranks after 90-year-old Ayatollah (Khoi) who has prayed in the holy 
city of al-Najaf in Iraq for three generations; Khomeyni only comes in fifth 
or sixth position. In addition the powerful old man, who has always been a 
rival of the Neauphle-le-Chateau exile, is venerated by 13 million Turkish- 
speaking people in Azerbayjan. He has always opposed violence, corruption, 
the excesses of the revolution and the revolutionary committees’ unlimited 
power. Above all, he is anti-Soviet not to say anti-Russian. It is for that 
reason that he is particularly embarrassing. Now, Qotbzadeh has made his 
fortune in the shadow of turbans in the import-export business since he 
stopped being a minister. Madari knows that and he also knows that the 
Russians are his country's worst. enemies. 


Whether guilty or not Madari has been stripped of his religious titles. 
That sanction is unprecedented in the history of Shi'ism. It immediately 
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sparked off a chain reaction throughout all Iran's cities. The bazaars were 
immeciately closed. Tabriz, capital of Azarbayjan, is in ferment. The entire 
clergy are in turmoil. 


The Qashqai and Boir Ahmadi tribes, south of Shiraz (500,000 men) revolted. 
The “revolution guards" and the army launched a major operation with heli- 
cOopters and heavy artillery to crush them. Several regiments are now moving 
toward Baluchestan. Khomeyni's entourage, advised by the Russians, has 
decided to eliminate all oppositionists by force and to destroy all ethnic 
groups which resist the "religious government." 


The Soviet stranglehold over Iran is tightening. Some 3,000 Tadzhik agents-- 
Tadzhikistan is one of the five Muslim republics in Soviet Central Asia and 
the only ome ethnically Persian since the other four are of Turkish origin-- 
occupy all the country's key posts. Helped by the socioreligious authorities, 
they have infiltrated all ministries, government offices and enterprise 
management boards. The Iranian Communist Party--the Tudeh Party--controls 

all trade unions. Thanks to Soviet supporters within the turbaned regime-- 
President Khamene'i, his »rother Prime Minister Musavi Khamene'i, first 

Vice President (Khoiniah), former leader of the student commando which 

took American diplomats hostage and kept them for 444 days, bogus 

Ayatollah (Rey) Shari, president of the revolutionary tribunals, prosecutor 
general Lajavardi, bogus churchman (Guilani) who speaks Farsi with an Arab 
accent--the Russians are infiltrating everything. Even Ahmed, Khomeyni's 

son is apparently a Russian "mole." Furthermore, it is sufficient to read 

the little textbook which (Mossem Rezai), commander in chief of the 
revolutionary guards, has recently published under the title of “Tactics and 
Technique of Revolution" to realize the marvels of Castroist Marxism. Here 

we are very far from the Koran but very close to Che Guevarra and Regis Debray. 
To all this we must add the presence of 12 Soviet divisions concentrated along 
the 2,500-km border plus the 350-km border with Afghanistan. 


Iranian Tudeh Party leader Kianuri is very friendly with Ahmed Khomeyni. 

Son and grandson of mullahs (Imam Khomeyni very much admires his grandfather, 
who was a religious fanatic), he has done remarkable undercover work. He 
learned patience in the shah"s prisons and the art of subversion in 

Eastern Bloc countries and in the Moscow cadres school. He speaks Farsi, 
German, French, English and Russian. He only awaits the Kremlin's order to 
launch his partisans and commandos in an attack on the government. For the 
present he always says in private: "Socialist building can start under the 
Islamic umbrella...pending the collapse of the mullahs' regime." 


In any case Moscow is in no hurry. With Khomeyni's authorization, the Russians 
are continuins, with the construction of a major air and naval base at Chah Bahar, 
near the Pakistani border. This is the first Soviet outlet into the Indian 
Ocean. With Aden and Suqutra the Kremlin now controls the oil route. However, 
this did not prevent Russian Migs from bombarding the small Iranian city of 
(Harmak), on Afghanistan's northern border [as published] to annihilate a 

group of Afghan refugees, without any concern or protest on the part of the 
Teuran government.

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MARXIST, MUSLIM CONCEPTS OF ‘EXPLOITATION’ CONTRASTED 
Tehran BURS in Persian 4 Apr 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] On the threshold of the fourth spring of their great and abundant 
freedom, the pious people of Tehran in their joined and solid ranks, appeared 
at their usual University of Tehran meeting place where, under the leadership 
of Hojjat ol-Eslam Hashemi-Rafsanjani, the interim Friday Imam of Tehran, 
they held the second Friday political service of the New Year. They offered 
a unity prayer at the close of the service in gratitude for the victories of 
our combatants and for further success on their final move. Hojjat ol-Eslam 
val-Moslemin Hashemi-Rafsanjani, the interim Friday Imam of Tehran, continued 
the discussion of his topic from last week by examining social justice and 
the term “exploitation” from the standpoint of various schools of thought. 


He first recalled that the discussion of social justice is not simply an eco- 
nomic concern. Rather, it is a subject that encompasses more than social 
problems, to include political, legal and economic issues. Pointing to the 
root of the word "exploitation" from an etymological standpoint, he said: 
“Essentially, when one person wants to profit at the expense of another; to 
reap the profit; and therefore, to take possession of the fruits of that 
person's labor, this would be an act of exploitation." 


Hojjat ol-Eslam Hashemi-Rafsanjani added: "The thrust of the word "“exploita- 
tion" as we use it today does not connote development and other beneficial 
work. And the purpose in using the word is often political in that another 
does the work and we unjustly seize the fruit of his labor." He said: "From 
an Islamic perspective, exploitation thus described is a taboo and a heinous 
act. Many verses and traditions in the Holy Koran and from the blameless 
Imams (Peace be upon them) have been set down corroborating this." 


In the same vein, he cited several examples from Koranic verses and extant 
traditions. The interim Friday Imam of Tehran expounded on the manner in 
which one man usurps the fruit of others’ labor by pointing to the Marxist 
misconception regarding exploitation. He said: "In Islam, the basic factor 
is possession and the rightfulness of that possession, with or without an 
intermediary." He continued: "All of the possessions in our life are all 
those things whose matter God has created in nature; and the only factor that 
allows their possession by man is work." 




















The interim Friday Imam of Tehran said: "Through work a man creates new 
values in nature--those values are his property. This is the essential foun- 
dation of ownership in Islam." Regarding the value of work and the worker 
from both the Marxist and capitalist standpoints in comparison with Islamic 
insight, he said: "Marxism is convinced that whatever is produced in the 
world and everything that is created in nature is directly done by work. And 
the prior functions of any new value will not be taken into consideration. 
They regard the receipt of that value in the private sector as exploitation. 
This is sophistry. If we approach the areas of work, production and value 
with this perspective, there should be no employment in the private sector 
and--based on the Marxist view--no one should hire a worker to do a job." 


He added: "This is a stern approach to the problem of exploitation such that 
in the private sector no one can profit from the work he has performed or 
take advantage of his savings. On the other hand, the approach of the capi- 
talist system to the problem of exploitation is more oppressive in that it 
dictates capitalists may pay a worker's salary in any manner they wish so 
that they can reap however much profit they want from their economic institu- 
tions. They consider this a legal practice. This is the reason for their 
investments in countries where the cost of labor is cheaper." 


Hojjat ol-Eslam Hashemi-Rafsanjani then said: "Contrary to other schools of 
thought, Islam dictates that a person can be hired through accurate computa- 
tion. We can rent out the finished product in the form of a building, a plant 
or a fishing net and collect the necessary fee." 


He added that Islam accepts the concept of finished work and the work produced 
in the form of tools; and it does not place any limitation on it. This is 
contrary to the Marxists belief that "One cannot own production tools nor can 
one own land, water, or machinery for production." 


The interim Friday Imam of Tehran expounded further on the term "exploita- 
tion," which was the important topic of his address: "When a product comes 
into being, individuals and energies present in nature and even management 

are utilized in its production. And the distribution of profit from it among 
production elements is very important in attaining justice." On this subject 
he added: "This entire world is God's property and the people represent God 
but in a limited way. Lawful government is the representative of God in exer- 
cising God's sovereignty over nature. And he who rules over the people be- 
comes God's administrator. And the ruler, as sovereign over God's representa- 
tives, oversees public properties and undeveloped resources that the people 
want him to exploit. And these properties are not without ownership." 


Continuing his Friday address, Hojjat ol-Eslam val-Moslemin Hashemi-Rafsanjani 
said: "In production, on one side there are the people who own the resources 
and on another side there is God, whose representative is lawful government, 
and on still another side are the workers and factory managers and on yet 
another side is the individual who puts the finished product at the disposal 
of a factory as a means of production. They are creating a productive aggre- 
gate whose holdings constitute the exploitation of nature. And whatever 
rights they have in the distribution of all this, justice must be observed." 














He stressed: “The Koran recognizes ownership as being under God's jurisdic- 
tion. It does not consider it proper to disown God, representative of God, 
the Prophets or the Imams. He added: “We must approach ownership and our 
possessions with this perspective since we are part of this worldly property. 
This property is linked to many sources. One of them is the labor force, of 
which | am a part. This force and even I myself belong totally to God. We 
are the representatives of God who hold God's property and in light of this 
role, we should take note that it is God's property that we bestow and that 
Our presence on this earth is only by His grace." 


Continuing his discussion, Hojjat ol-Eslam Hashemi-Rafsanjani added: "Any- 
thing from nature that comes into man's possession is property that should 
be zained through work. Acquisition is impossible without work and the re- 
ceiot of property is impossible without work. After ownership, transfer is 
legal. It is possible to bestow and transfer property." 


In concluding his first sermon, he said: "From an Islamic perspective, ex- 
ploitation is when one unjustly gains profit from the share of another's work. 
And in Islam, usurpation of the legal property of others, whatever it may be, 
and from any person, whoever he may be, whether by direct or other means, it 
is unlawful to exploit." 
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MINISTER ENVISAGES NEW LABOR LAW

[Text] Mr Tavakoli, minister of labor and social affairs and government 
spokesman, who went to Esfahan to take part in the labor day ceremonies 

and to investigate labor issues, last night gave an exclusive interview 

to the correspondent of the Central News Unit in Esfahan. Concerning his 
trip to Esfahan he said: During the visits which we made to various 
industrial sites in Esfahan it was very clear that the workers enjoy very 
high morale, as reflected in production and increasing productivity. We 
hope that, with the cooperation of conscientious workers we can solve 

the existing problems, which are not very acute. Concerning the reconstruc- 
tion of the war regions and the programs which have been planned in this 
respect, the government spokesman said that the reconstruction of the war 
regions cannot be carried out with money alone. It requires a certain 
amount of preliminary work in providing the necessary material and schedules. 
Concerning the relevant plans, a committee has been formed in the plan and 
budget organization with the title of committee in charge of the recon- 
struction of war regions, to supervise the work of transferring people to 
their original regions. 


As regards the drafting and completion of an Islamic labor law, which is one 
of the legitimate demands of the workers, the minister of labor and social 
affairs said that the workers are absolutely right in demanding a labor law. 
It is very difficult to work with the existing law, which is a satanic 

and un-Islamic law. Therefore, some work has been carried out by experts 

on the labor laws and labor relations, and his great eminence Ayatollah 
Montazeri and the instructors [of Qom religious seminary] have been asked to 
introduce a number of people who could help us formulate Islamic labor laws. 
We are currently trying to gradually solve all the labor problems. 


Concerning labor councils, he said that the government has approved a bill 
and has sent it to the Majlis. Some brother deputies have also formulated 
a draft bill, and these two bills vary to some extent. Both of them are 
currently under discussion in the Majlis. God willing, when one of these 
two bills has been approved by the Islamic consultative assembly the govern- 
ment will take the necessary steps.

of the session a complement or interpretation of the Egyptian president's 
speech. In light of this reading important elements appear. First, 

the assertion that no real peace can be achieved except through the libera- 
tion of Jerusalem, the West Bank, Gaza Strip and the Golan. This was stated 
by Dr Abu Talib. Second, the Palestinian issue is the crux of the Middle East 
crisis and Egvpt will not relinquish its Arab role. Third, no solution will 
be imposed on the Palestinians if unacceptable to them. Fourth, Egypt will 
not give up an inch of its territory in Tabah. Fifth, Egypt's readiness to 
take part in the efforts to reconcile Iraq and Iran, in addition to Egypt's 
consideration of any threat against the Arab Gulf states" safety a grave 
development and would be viewed by Egypt with great concern. 


These last points were iucluded in President Mubarak‘s speech. Hence, we 
consider what was said by the Egyptian People's Assembly meant by a compre- 
hensive peace and by the Arab role which he said Egypt will not relinquish. 

We also see in President Mubarak's talk about a reconciliation between 

Irag and Iran and about the safety of the Arab states in the gulf an assertion 
of Egypt's readiness to undertake its Arab role. 


President Mubarak"s speech indicates that Egypt is opening its arms to the 


Arabs. This speech is, in fact, a message addressed to the Arabs. This 
message deserves to be carefully studied. 
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inder the headline “Egypt's Palestinian Stand," AL-DUSTUR says: Although 
it is too early to judge Egypt's stand and the policy it will adopt in the 
coming stage, President Husni Mubarak's speech yesterday on the occasion 
olf restoring the rest of Sinai had some positive indications which removed 
the doubts of some Arabs about Egyptian concessions at the expense of the 
Palestinian people and their national rights. 


President Mubarak stressed clearly and frankly that Egypt does not represent 
the Palestinian people and that it has no right to be committed on their 
behalf or negotiate their rights. This talk is comforting and indicates 
that the autonomy negotiations which will be resumed in a few days" time 
will result in nothing. Egypt adheres to its understanding of autonomy 

as an issue which brings the Palestinians closer to their legitimate 
national rights and as an issue which includes land and people. This stand 
compietely contradicts the Israeli understanding which aims at annexing 

the land and considering the Arab citizens foreigners dissociated with the 
land. 


AL-DUSTUR adds: Mubarak'"s remarks about the Palestine issue, considering 
it the key to the solution which should be achieved within the context of 
the international legitimacy, is comforting. International legitimacy as 
we understand is the implementation of UN resolution 242 to which all 
countries of the world agreed. The Egyptian president stressed what has 
been said previously, that international legitimacy is the base on which 
autonomy should be established as a short-term transitional arrangement 
paving the way for a final settlement of the Palestine issue. 


Mubarak's indication that planting Israeli settlements on Palestinian territory 
leads to increasing tension is proof of Egypt's rejection of the Israeli 
settlement policy, concept of regional expansion and annexation of territory. 
If the Egyptian president ignored talking about Egypt's relations with the 

Arab countries, we understand the reasons and excuses, especially in light 

of the current Arab situation. But this does not cancel what Mubarak has 
previously announced several times that Egypt is an integral part of the 

Arab nation. 


These positive trends mean nothing unless Egypt moves to exert pressure on 
the United States to convince it of the need to work for establishing a 
comprehensive peace in the region outside the framework of Camp David as 
well as of the need to exert pressure on Israel to force it to change its 
expansionist settlement policy and respond to international will in estab- 
lishing peace on the basis of Resolution 242. 


AL-DUSTUR concludes: We appreciate Mubarak's concern for the security of 


the Gulf countries, but we remind him that the region is now clearly exposed 
to danger due to Iran's ambitions which expose the whole region to the danger 
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of foreign interference. The call to end the Iraqi-Iranian war is not enough 
because the Iranian regime has rejected every Islamic and international 
efforts to do so. Therefore, President Mubarak is invited to back and 
support Iraq without reservation to preserve the peace and security of the 
whole region and prevent it trom falling into the whirlpool of international 
polarization of conflict between the major powers. While realizing Egypt's 
circumstances we hope that it will play the leading role which 

President Mubarak indicated in his speech yesterday.

Indeed, we say that the day we decide not to go to the 
United Nations to complain--however slight the aggression against us might be-- 
will be a feast because it will mean that we have started to be ashamed 

and consequently have started to regain our rights ourselves, even if it is 
said that we are not a “peace-loving people."

preoccupied. Thus, Washington is quite busy and has no time, except to use 
the veto. Of course, most of the Arabs appreciate Washington's circumstances 
and engagements and because of that the coming stage will be full of 
difficulties.

[Text] On eve of President Chadli Bendjedid's visit to Kuwait, the Kuwaiti 
foreign minister granted an interview toAPS's special correspondent regarding 
major current problems concerning the Arab world. 


Questioned on the development of Algerian-Kuwaiti relations and prospects 
for cooperation between the two fraternal countries, Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad 
al-Jabir first recalled that relations between Kuwait and Algeria date 

from well before our country's independence and that the Kuwaiti people had 
followed all the Algerian people's heroic actions at war with the occupier 
and had impatiently awaited the day when they would win their independence. 


"Relations between our two countries have developed according to our wish. 
They have been crowned by the visits exchanged and the personal relations 
which unite His Majesty Skaykh Jabir al-Ahmad al-Sabah and His Excellency 


President Chadli Bendjedid,™ the Kuwaiti minister said in particular. 
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"During the visit which His Excellency Crown Prince Shaykh Sa'd al-‘Abdallah 
al-Salim al-Sabah, who is prime minister, made to Algeria in January this 
vear, it was agreed that cooperation between the two countries would be 
increased. In that connection, the Kuwaiti foreign minister explained, I 
would like to say that cooperation between the two countries at political 
levels is characterized by very similar political thinking and analysis. 

The close relations which unite Kuwait and Algeria have forced respect 

from other countries." 


With regard to the visit which President Chadli Bendjedid is to make to 
Kuwait, Shaykh Sabah al-Ahmad al-Jabir said: 


"We attach great importance to His Excellency President Chadli Bendjedid'‘s 
visit to Kuwait in view of the fraternal relations which unite the leaders 











of the two countries on the one hand and on the other hand in view of the 
talks which will make it possible to further strengthen the ties between 
the two coumtries and to examine the Arab situation. The welcome which 
President Bendjedid will be given," he said, "will be a warm welcome. 

It will be the expression of the Kuwaiti people's respect for his wise 
policy both at Arab and international level." 


Questioned on Kuwait's position on the scheduled Israeli withdrawal and 
the possibility of the normalization of relations between Egypt and some 
Arab countries, the Kuwaiti foreign minister said: "No one country will 
adopt an individual position but will follow the common view held by the 
Arab worid which is following the development of the situation with great 
attention and caution." 


With regard to speculations on a political settlement of the common Arab 
cause, Shaykh al-Sabah stated: "The Arab countries have never rejected an 
honorable political settlement; they expressed that view at the Baghdad 
summit and at other Arab meetings but there is one condition: that that 
settlement guarantees the creation of a Palestinian state in Palestine." 


In addition, the Kuwaiti minister expressed his country's deep concern at 
the division in Arab ranks and expressed the wish to see friendly relations 
established between the Arab countries to make it possible to face the Arab 
nation's fierce enemy. 


Questioned on the future of the Gulf Cooperation Council, the Kuwaiti foreign 
minister stated: "We have indeed started cooperation in that framework. 
We have great hopes because of the similarity of the political regimes 
existing in the region, the close relationship among the peoples, the unity 
of traditions and economic complementarity. In addition it is with satis- 
faction that we are feeling the benefits of that cooperation. It is true,” 
he added, “that there are states in the Gulf Cooperation Council which are 
not in full harmony with Kuwait as regards its policy on and approach to 
some questions. However, that does not prevent cooperation being established 
and some positions, which are the subiect of differences among some states, 
eing overcome. These difficulties will certainly disappear one day."

Within the scope of the proposed law, especially in its crude form, Kuwait's 
strong press cannot develop.

The government says it wants Kuwaiti informational cadre, but any Kuwaiti who 
now reads the blueprint of the press law will rather opt out for selling 
onions in the vegetables market than exercise his intellectual role in the 
framework of a law, which pre-supposes bad intention before goodwill. 


It is left to the Information Ministry officials to interpret the articles 
of the law according to their fancy. 


Work in the press will be guided by the whims and moods of a stock exchange, 
allowing the Information Ministry to interpret the law in its own way and 
leaving no chance to the defendant to present justifications. 


True, the Information Ministry has accepted the abolition of Article 35. 


But in its place it has obtained far worse articles to subdue the press. 
in the atmosphere of the new law, the press simply cannot develop. 


One dav, the ministrv is bound to discover that Kuwaiti press has retreated 
and that Kuwaiti journalists have stepped back. 


The reason for that regression will be the ministry's ill-intention and lack 
of reason. 
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nder the circumstances, it might be better for the ministry to nationalize 
the press and make individual parts affiliates of the ministry, rather than 
allow the passage of a law which carries a warning in every article.

PREMIER'S TV STATEMENT REPORTED

[Text] Manama, 28 Apr (WAKH)--Moroccan Prime Minister Maati Bouabid has urged 
the Arab states to exert sincere efforts to bring Egypt back to Arab fold 
now that the Israeli withdrawal from the Sinai peninsula has been completed. 


He said Egypt is a great Arab state, it has enormous resources and it must re- 
turn to the Arab ranks and assume its position among the Arabs. He indicated 
that Morocco will spare no effort in bringing Egypt back to Arab fold. 


In a statement made to Bahraini Television this evening, the Moroccan prime 
minister said the Israeli withdrawal from the Sinai peninsula is a gain for 
all the Arab states because, as he put it, the liberation of a single foot of 
Arab territory is a gain for all Arabs. 


He added that Morocco considers itself in a position to reconcile views and 
reunite the Arab states and that it will spare no effort to achieve the unity 
of Arab ranks. 


He expressed regret for the current discord among the Arabs and attributed it 
to several things. However, he expressed optimism that, despite difficulties, 
circumstances and hurtful statements, Arab solidarity and cohesion will be 
restored. 


In his statement, Mr Maati Bouabid expressed hope that the Fes Arab summit wiil 
be resumed in Jume. He indicated that contacts are underway between the Arab 
League's secretary general and the Moroccan monarch—-in his capacity as the 
chairman of the present Arab summit--on the one hand, and between them and the 
rest of the Arab leaders on the other, regarding resumption of the summit. 


The Moroccan prime minister stated that for this summit to be held, there 
has to be minimum conditions to guarantee its success in order to achieve 
positive results and to avoid appearing before the world and in the eyes of 
our enemies as a shredded nation. 


He said that in the wake of the Fes summit, new events evolved in the Arab 
arena, especially with regard to the Israeli enemy, which annexec the Syrian 
Golan and became more obstinate in the occupied territories. He added that 
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some Arab leaders must understand that our real enemy is Israel and not the 
Arabs, because the enemy is the one who occupies our territories and kills 
our children. Thus, he added, we must not evade responsibilities that have 
to be faced. He explained that there has to be some kind of self-criticism 
and some kind of awareness within the framework of a wnified Arab action ard 
within a strong Arab fold. 


He stressed that the leaders of the Arab nation now have a greater need to 
review all stands. 


Noting the current situation in the OAU, the Moroccan prime minister stressed 
that his country will always seek to prevent divisions within the OAU in its 
capacity as one of the founders of the organization. 


He said Morocco considers the desert to be an inseparable part of its terri- 
tory. He added that his country relies on its conviction, on international 
law, history and the judgment of the international court of justice. 


Talking about the recent U.S.-Moroccan agreement on a $100 million loan, 

Mr Maati Bouabid explained that his country does not borrow from the United 
States alone, but maintains contacts with the international market and borrows 
from friendly states. He added that this is natural, especially since Morocco 
has a gient development plan for the current year and has to ask for aid from 
friendly states in order to develop the country. 


He then explained that his current tour of the Arabian Gulf region bolsters 
this plan because he is seeking to obtain guarantees from the region's states 
on financing projects that will be implemented in Morocco. 


Concerning the situation of the Moroccan labor force, Mr Bouabid said: “We 
have laborers abroad in Europe and in Latin America, but now we have set 
ourselves for the Arab countries and we signed an agreement with Qatar this 
year. We are now negotiating an agricultural agreement with Iraq and we 
shall sign the agreement that I spoke about and which is the theme of my 
discussions in the Arab states and the Gulf countries. However, what is im 
portant to us within Morocco is to try hard to provide suitable jobs for 
Moroccan youth. 


The Moroccan prime minister expressed regret for the continuation of the Iragi- 
Iranian war. He said: “This war hurts us much. Morocco's stand on it is 
xnown and is not obscure. Since the very first moments of the war, we have 
sided with our Iraqi brothers, because in our opinion, they are defending the 
Arab territories. Thus, we must support them and put all our resources at 
their disposal." 


He stressed that in spite of its support for Iraq, Morocco, at the same time, 
supports peace and welcomes it.

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BRITAIN MAY BUY LNG NORTH FIELD

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The state-owned British Gas Corporation has approached 
Qatar officials about the possibility of purchasing sub- 
stantial quantities of liquefied natural gas (LNG) m the 
1990s, according to a report from London. The gas would 
come from Qatar's North Field, one of the world’s largest 
rescrvoirs of unassociated natural gas. 

British Gas is apparently worried that it may not 
have enough supplies from the British sectors of the North 
Sea and the Irish Sea to meet demand im the 1990s and 
beyond. A British Gas delegation im Qatar recently told 
their hosts that the state gas concern would like to buy 
LNG to meet part of the normal British domestic and 
commercial fuel uemand, together with the extra demand 
in winter months. Britain has previously met some of the 
demand in peak periods by buying LNG from Algena 

However, no firm commitments are beamg made for 
the moment. British Gas was quoted as sayiny, “We would 
be mterested in importing LNG if it is available from 
Qatar in the 1990s. It as far too early to bein talking m 
terms of prices or Quantities.” 

Qatar General Petroleum Corporation puts proven 
reserves in the North Field at some 100-120 trillion cubic 
feet. with probable reserves estimated at 300 trillion 
cubic feet. Production, which may start in the late 1980s, 
could be at a rate of 2 billion to 2.4 billicm cubic feet 
a day. The Qatar government has been considering 2 
scheme to produce some 6 million tons of LNG a year 
from the North Field for export, mainly to Japan (An- 
Nahar Arab Report & MEMO, February 22). 

The planned LNG export facilities, which could 
handle around two-thards of the field’s output, are expect- 
ed to cost $5 billion to $6 billion.

DETAILS OF FOREIGN CAPITAL INVESTMENT ACT 
Beirut THE ARAB WORLD WEEK in English No 664, 17 Apr 82, No 665, 24 Apr 82 
[17 Apr 82 pp 18-19] 


[Text] As per Roval Decree No M/4 of 2/2/1399 AH (1 January 1979) published in 
the Official Gazette No 2757, 26/1/1979. 


Article l: 


The term ‘foreign capital’ in this Act shall be taken to mean currency, bonds, 
securities, bills of exchange, machinery, equipment, spare parts, raw materials, 
products, means of transport, and intellectual rights, when owned by a natural 
person not of Saudi Arabian nationality or by a corporate person whose equity 
capital owners are not all of Saudi Arabian nationality. 


Article 2: 

Without prejudice to the provisions of other regulations in force, foreign 
capital investment shall be subject to the authorization of the minister of 
industry and electricity acting on the recommendation of the Investment Com- 


mission. Such investment shall fulfill the following conditions: 


a) that it be invested in development projects, which under this Act do not 
include projects in the petroleum and other extractive industries; and, 


b) that it be accompenied by foreign technical expertise. 

Article 3: 

Development projects shall be defined by the minister of Industry and Electricity 
acting on the proposal of the Investment Commission and in accordance with the 


development plan. 


Article 4: 


A Foreign Capital Investment Commission shall be set up at the Ministry of 
istry and Electricity, and shall be composed as follows: 








--the deputy minister of industry and electricity, or his designated represen- 
tative, as chairman 


--a representative of the Ministry of Planning 

—-a representative of the Ministry of Finance and National Economy 

-—-a representative of the Ministry of Agriculture and hater 

--a representative of the Ministry of Petroleum and Mineral Resources 

--a representative of the Ministry of Commerce. 

The rank of each member shall not be less than Grade ten. The director of the 
Investment Bureau at the Ministry of Industry and Electricity shall assume the 
functions of secretary-general of the Commission. The Minister of Industry 

and Electricity shall appoint a legal advisor for the Commission. 

The Commission may hear the opinions of any expert it may wish to consult, with 
the provisio that such expert is not entitled to vote in the adoption of 
decisions. 

A quorum shall consist of four members including the chairman. The Commission's 
deliberations shall be conducted in camera, and decisions shall be taken by 
majority vote. In case of a tie, the chairman shall have the casting vote. 

The Commission's decisions shall not be final until they have been approved 

by the Minister of Industry and Electricity. 

Article 5: 

The duties of the Commission referred to in Article 4 shall be the following:

The verdict of the Grievances Board shall be final and irrevocable.

The regulations for implementation of this Act shall be issued by the minister 
of Industry and Electricity and published in the Official Gazette.

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OPPOSITION LEADERS DISCUSS ARAB RELATIONS, COMPLAINTS 
London AL-HAWADITH in Arabic No 1324, 13 Mar 82 pp 30, 31 


/article by Nash‘at al-Taghlibi: "“AL-HAWADITH Meets with Political Activists in 
Khartoum--Two"/ 


/Text / Opposition in the Sudan is a phenomenon that almost sets the Sudunese 
people apart from other peoples in the Arab nation. 


Opposition experience, in the form of a broad ranze of parties, has in practice 
disappeared with the stifling of the parties themselves, the October revolution, 
and, after that, the May revolution. In the view of the Sudanese, the reason for 
the stifling of this experience lies in the fact that most of the parties the 
Sudan became familiar with were founded on a religious or tribal basis. In either 
case, their establishment was considered a consecration of the fragmentation 
British colonialism wished to impose, and it met violent resistance. 


On the other hand, the Sudan's geographical situation does not permit the pro- 
liferation of parties used on regional, tribal or religious affiliations. The 
Sudan's geography resembles that of a continent; the elements in it are numerous, 
and its social and economic differences and differences in living conditions are 
great. In this situation, a proliferation of parties is to be considered a 
national danger in terms of its potential for directing party action toward the 
exploitation of these differences at the expense of the unity and coherence of 
the country. 


Moreover, the Sudanese citizen possesses a distinctive feature that is not to be 
found among many other Arab citizens besides him: that is the freedom to express 
opinions without restriction or obstruction. Therefore he can oppose as he likes, 
whether inside the regime or independent of it. The Sudanese generally prefer to 
oppos: from within the regime, because that provides them with freedom of movement 
and assured access to information. 


Therefore another phenomenon has arisen in the Sudan--a near absence of interest 
in any opposition coring from outside the country, with emphasis confined to the 
opposition emerging from within. 


This, specifically, was one of the most important questions raised at the 


symposium of political leaders AL-HAWADITH held in Khartoum. The form of the 
question was: 
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"The common statement outside the Sudan is that the true Sudanese opposition is 
the one that the opposition people residing outside the country are mounting, while 
the comaon statement inside the Sudan is that there is no opposition abroad, that 
ihe only recognized opposition is that which is mounted inside the country. Which 
of these two views is the correct one? What is the opposition?" 

Dr Muhammad ‘Uthman Abu Saq: I will leave the answer to this question to my 
brothers, but would like, here, to point out that we hold the Arab media and the 
foreign media responsible for inflating the opposition outside the country. In- 
deed, some Arab newspapers, including those known for moderation, have recently 
worked assiduously to mention names which have had no political or popular weight 

in the past or in the present. For example, mention has been repeatedly made 
recently of the name of Gordon Mortad from the south, who has had no role even in 
the movement in the south; in addition a series of items have been published that 
have no basis in truth, such as those on “the Front of Unity of the South," and so 
forth, and talk about a large number of prisoners, who do not exist. 


Aldo Aju (a leader from the south): The fact is that the existence of Gordon's 
organization abroad predated the agreement on the south, and it was he who exiled 
himself by himself and settled in London. It is also worth pointing out here that 
the system in the south is a parliamentary system which is different from the 
presidential system applied in the Sudan. That to some extent used a certain 
amount of political confusion at the outset and led to the demand for the personal 
intervention of the president (Numayri). The regional assembly intervened and new 
elections took place. In this interim Joseph Lagu presented a plan for partition- 
ing the south. The plan did not mean opposition to the existing regime but was 
just a proposal. However, Gordon's group tried to exploit it with the objective 
of creating the illusion that there were domestic struggles. However, the pre- 
sentation and discussion of the plan took place in a totally domocratic manner. 
The situation ended with the rejection of partition. Here we must not forget that 
the tribal system still prevails in the south, the parliamentary democratic regime 
not withstanding. 


Yasin ‘Umar al-Imam: There are two sides to the opposition in the Sudan. There 
is an opposition in views, which represents a difference in the method of action, 
operates within existing frameworks and exercises positive, logical dialogue. 

This exists inside the Sudan and under the aegis of the existing single organiza- 
tion. I can propound, for example, a religious system, while someone else wiil 
oppose such a system and a third person will call for a system that is not re- 
ligious, or other contradictory views and opinions that one can underline. The 
other side to the opposition is that which has the goal of resisting the author- 
ities. This sort of opposition does not exist inside the Sudan, but there are 
groups that are active abroad in specific frameworks that we could describe as 
subservient. What we can observe through the course of the history of the Sudan 
is that during the rule of the parties, during ‘Abbud's rule and during the May 
revolution opposition was confined to the domestic scene alone. If we wish to 
evaluate the political weight of the opposition operating abroad that wants to 
destroy the existing regime, one must say that the upposition consists of segments 
of groups, influential popular segments, or armed segments. Prior to the national 
reconciliation an opposition existed to which many people belonged, but after the 
reconciliation, let us take the recent incidents, for example, anyone can say that 











the students who demonstrated should be considered people in opposition, who want 
to bring down the regime, because the students represent the only opposition force 
that can have political power behind it, but where was this political force in the 
recent demonstrations? Did any of its effects appear in the areas of labor or 
agriculture or segments of the ordinary people? No such presence was apparent. 
Let's move over to the entities that exist outside the Sudan. Most of these 
entities are student groups, but do the student organizations abroad dominate the 
Sudanese students resident outside the country? Not at all. The opposition has 
no leadership presence among the Sudanese students abroad. The same is the case 
with Sudanese expatriates from other segments of the population. The fact is that 
no strong, coherent political entity exists outside the country that possesses the 
character of an opposition. There is just a concentrated media presence. That is, 
there are specific countries that have an interest in this. 


"Awadallah al-Duma (member of the People's Assembly): The fact is that the subject 
of the opposition abroad has been inflated more than need be. The opposition has 
benefited from the fact that media are available to it, in the form of the radio, 
the press and so forth, and it has not appeared in its true light. It so happens 
that the opposition has not submitted a specific action program. I am from Darfur; 
we follow the foreign radio, especially the Libyan radio, and our location close 
to the Chad border makes us a direct target. Nonetheless I would like to assure 
you that not a single one of its 5 million citizens went out to demonstrate in 
spite of the existence of a small group of agents working from outside the country 
and spreading lies and slander and in spite of the presence of a feeiing that there 
are discrepancies in development. A person coming from Darfur to Khartoum will 
observe the paved roads and so forth and feel sad that there are no roads in his 
area, but on the other hand people know the reasons inhibiting the spread of 
development on a broad scale, especially once they observe that the door to par- 
ticipation in power has been made open to them. There is a regional government 
and a governor who comes from the region, and efforts have been begun to realize 
social justice. We in the Sudan, as our brother Yasin said, are able to express 
our views in absolute freedom, however violent the views may be. The opposition 
abroed exists on the radio and in the press only, but here we do not sense its 
presence at all. Perhaps public opinion outside the Sudan does not know that the 
reasons for the demonstrations that occur are sometimes different from those de- 
clared in the opposition newspapers and radio. 


AL-HAWADITH: Does the Sudan prefer a singie-party system or a milti-party system? 


Ahmad al-Mahdi: I would like to speak first of all about the image that exists 
outside the Sudan concerning conditions inside the Sudan. I travel from time to 
time and, like any other Sudanese, observe that the picture abroad is distorted 
and far removed from the reality inside the Sudan. Let us not forget that the 
written word has a great effect, especially in a country like the Sudan, which 
people do not really know because it is not a tourist country and therefore in- 
formation on it is limited. Even as far as some of our Arab brothers go, the 
Sudan is still considered part of the “black continent!" Therefore, when dis- 
torted, inaccurate news is published in newspapers and magazines, the Sudanese 
citizen is saddered, especially since the government is not concerned with or does 
not have the means to be concerned with foreign media. Therefore we greatly 
welcome this meeting, which is aimed in the first place at discussing the truth. 
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I would like to stress that there is no Sudanese opposition but that there are 
countries opposed to the Sudanese regime. These countries exploit their resources 
and their media to inflate a picture which will help cuem fight the regime. You 
can create vexations, but these vexations will always be transitory. We ere all 
prepared to talk about the subject of the opposition, and the truth about the 
Ansaris that have been exploited in a big, unworthy manner abroad and the people 
who can call themselves Ansaris--in other words, the truth about the call of the 
Mahdi. God willing, we will find broad scope for discussing these issues in de- 
tail. Now we can say in brief that the opposition, when it started, started with- 
in organizations that existed before the "May revolution.” Our brothers in the 
opposition abroad assert that they represent the Nation Party on the one hand or 
the Democratic Party or the Moslem Brothers on the other. These organizations in 
reality have a mass presence and many people still have strong ideas about then. 
In this session, in spite of the small number of people present here, we have big 
leadership personalities from these organizatéons. Dr Abmad al-Sayyid Hamad is a 
prominent man in the National Union Party. If one were to ask now who the head of 
the party is, I would say it is Dr Ahmad. Mr. Yasin "Umar a\-imam is one of the 
most prominent leaders of the Moslem Brothers, and al-‘Abdallah is also part of 
the Ansari base, I am fully aware of the truth about the Ansaris, their past, 
their activity, and perhaps their future as well. 


Dr Ahmad al-Sayyid Ahmad: I support everything that my brother said. Im actuality, 
the opposition consists of words. Its size abroad, in terms of the media,is great, 
vut its mass following inside the Sudan is very slight. There is freedom, in its 
true sense, as far as the Sudanese people go. The Sudanese are frank and they 
freely state anything they want to without fear or hesitation. There is not as 
much democracy in the developing countries, in my personal estimation, as there is 
in the Sudan. A single political system, in terms of the demands of the deveiop- 
ing countries, is a necessity also; it is the quickest way to attain development. 
The Sudanese political system, now, after the national reconciliation, contains a 
majority of the political tendencies that exist in the Sudan, even left-wing think- 
ing. It is just the Communist Party that is not recognized, that is not repre- 
sented in the organization. 


AL-HAWADITH: Let us raise a blunt question and we would like the answer to it to 
be blunt also, and clear. The question is, what is our Arab brothers’ responsibii- 
ity for the Sudanese economic crisis? 


Dr Abu Seq: First, as our brother al-Mahdi pointed out, we would be very happy if 
our Arab media brethren looked at the basic task, which is the issue of develop- 
ment. Insistence on the economic development issue, in its democratic dimensions, 
has become paramount in the Sudan. It merits an attempt at understanding, especi- 
ally in the context of a centralism which satisfies the aspirations of the minori- 
ties and the assumption of the keys of power by the people. Development in the 
Sudan is also an ambitious model in couwparison with development in the third world. 
Frankly, we started our development with the problems of bottlenecks it now re- 
flects, perhaps to the degree of self-sufficiency, although we are abie to compete 
with countries like ourselves. Also, our sugar mills, in spite of their various 
problems, have established a sugar industry base and are now producing 300,000 
tons; to become self-sufficient we will need 350,000 tons, and we will increase 











production to the point where we will be producing for export. Im addition, as far 
as traditional agriculture goes, our production is good and it is increasing. How- 
ever, that does not deny the existence of problems and bottlenecks. Rather, basic- 
ally, we have advanced positions in textiles, sugar, oil grains and food in general, 
but admit that we have met with disappointment concerning the slogans we raised on 
the issue of self-sufficiency and on becoming a breadbasket for the world, perhaps 
even in the framework of the Arab world. Food strategy has been a weapon in the 
modern world, and we had hoped that the Arab world would cooperate with us to lib- 
erate its will in this field. However, to be frank, we discovered that the theory 
of investing in these areas in the Sudan is founded on things we do not accept. 
There is talk about Arab money, American technology, and the ingredients of Sudan- 
ese natural resources. These features, in their fundamental nature, have been re- 
flected, to us, by the fact that che European market and the American companies 
want to sell to us, that is, to turn us into a market in the agricultural mechani- 
zation area at the price of “<ransitory financing, whereas we do not so much want 
to be a market for American technology or to have the Arabs invest in order to have 
the Americans benefit so much as we want America, the West as a whole, and the Arab 
world to invest directly in the Sudan, in the context of our agricultural economy-- 
specifically in the context of our rural development in the stage of decentralized 
goverment. That is, we do not want dealings with us to take place through the 
World Bank and Western banks and organizations, on the terms we want to liberate 
ourse'ves from, especially those of dominance and hegemony by the Western economy. 
We feel that this issue has its ramifications not just in the context of develop- 
ment in the Sudan but also in all realms of Arab solidarity, which we understand 
more than our brother Arabs by the nature of our social makeup and by the nature 
of the distortions that African-Arab relations have succumbed to. The Africans 
stood alongside the Arabs and boycotted Zionism and Israel, but there has been no 
corresponding Arab movement to support African causes, especially on the subject of 
liberation in South Africa, Namibia and other areas. Indeed, there has been polit- 
ical interference which brings the old notions about the Arabs in Africa back to 
mind, such as the interventic . in Chad, Uganda and various places. 


Mahjub al-Zubayr: In my opinion the Arab view does not look into the future but 
is restricted to the current situation, because weapons are no longer what will re- 
solve issues in any struggle. In my opinion, the weapon of the near future will 
be food. The United States is now exerting pressure on the Soviet Union by using 
the wheat weapon. The Sudan is the only Arab country that is prepared, in its 
economy, to resemble countries that have missiies, airplanes and so forth. If our 
Arab brothers want a sound, objective change, the money piled up in America and 
the West must be converted to provide ways to produce food and economic independence. 
What is happening now is that political action brokers are pushing Arab money in 
the wrong direction. The Arab countries are under the illusion that their only 
read to salvation lies in piling up arms. We would like our brother Arabs to 
realize that we are prepared to protect every piaster spent in the Sudan for the 
sake of development and to work to develop it because Arab interests are basically 
united. 


Yasin ‘Umar al-Imam: A final word on freedom of opposition: I wish that what is 
happening in the Sudan would happen in every Arab country with a single-party or 
multi-party system. That is, that the discussions that are now going on would be 
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presented to public opinion as they are in the Sudan, through the redio and the 
press. In the Sudan now there is a people's committee that criticizes the political 
organization, political practices and the authorities, talks about the failure of 
given stages, and calls for amendments to the constitution, and none of its criti- 
cisms are hidden from the public. Could this happen in any other country? If what 
is happening proves anything, it proves that the Sudanese people possess a power 
and ability that make them different from other peoples. Permit me to be blunt in 
the extreme here: first, in my estimation, Arab aid to the Sudan is not a 
courtesy--any Arab country making payments to the Sudan (though I consider that the 
Arabs are paying crumbs) does so as an obligation imposed upon it, so that the slo- 
gan that has been raised on the unity of the Arab nation will have meaning--and 
second, if we consider the issve one of a cultural hinterland, since the Arab na- 
tion is not rac’al in its identity, we will find that the Sudan represents the Arab 
nation's cultural hinterland in Africa as its extension to the south, to the west 
and into the depths of Africa and that the people who are best able to reach under- 
standing with the African peoples are the Sudanese, because of their racial and 
cultural intermixture with these peoples. I believe that our Arab brothers have 
not realized this truth and that the Western countries, for their part, cannot sup- 
port a country whose nature resembles that of the American continent in terms of 
weather, land, and resources, on grounds that it is an agricultural country. It is 
true that we have had some failures in our agricultural and industrial projects, 
but these failures are not worse than what is happening abroad, specifically in the 
developing countries. Rather, the difference is that the losses from the failures 
seem immense in the Sudan, while they seem trivial where money is a>bundantly avail- 
able. We are now exporting labor to the detriment of our own capabilities, because 
there is room for earning a living. Hs»*ver, this labor is to be considered a 
more precious investment than a materia. one, although no one is helping us expand 
opportunities for training to meet the Arab nation's need for labor without affect- 
ing our domestic development. Unfortunately, Arab money is deposited in banks and 
international Zionism and Israel benefit from it, instead of having it invested in 
an Arab country like the Sudan whose development is considered to be part of Arab 
strategy and security. Isn't the Sudan Arab? Do some of our brothers view us as 
downtrodden because we have no radio services that engage in swearing, slander and 
calumny? Is it because our papers are not widely distributed in the Arab world? 
This is indeed a sad situation. The Arab leaders do not realize where our struggles 
are leading us. They are either delusive (in the active voice) or deluded (in the 
passive voice); they are either disdainful or ignorant. 


Dr Abu Saq: At the end we would iixe AL-HAWADITH to deliver a message to the Arab 
nation to the effect that the roads between us and our Arab brothers are open and 
that we appreciate their understanding of the Sudan and its issues, and we stress 
that the Sudan has a great part in Arab and African solidarity and in the security 
of the region.

[Text] [Question] In my opinion Camp David is finished. [words indistinct] 
(?hold a different view.) However, Israel has stated that it will not 
return any more territory; thus there is no possibility of continuing it. 


[Answer] Indeed, Camp David has been dead for some time, and not because of 
the current withdrawal from the Sinai. The separate peace is a blind alley 
because it is incapable of achieving all the goals it has proclaimed. In 
practice it has failed. Despite this, the United States and Israel are still 
trying to continue Camp David; in other words, they are trying to obtain the 
essence of Camp David, the capitulation of the Arabs. It has no significance 
here. Precisely for this reason it is my view that the Saudi Fahd plan 

does not represent an alternative to Camp David but is rather a direct 
continuation of it, merely in a different form. Similarly, the Arab peoples 
and progressive forces of the region do not believe that just because the 
Israelis have withdrawn from the Sinai, Egypt will change and start pursuing 
a progressive, patriotic policy. 


[Question] This is possible. However, to the observer it seems that Egyptian 
President Mubarak has already altered the style of Egyptian policies to some 
extent on certain issues, at least as regards al-Sadat's political practice. 
For example, in the future Egypt will support the creacion of a Palestinian 
state. This was formulated in the Egyptian plan for settlement submitted in 
Kuwait. However, there have also been certain changes in Egypt's inter-Arab 
policies, domestic politics and economic policies. Do you not think therefore 
that Mubarak will follow a different policy from that of predecessor? 


[Answer] In my opinion, there are not sufficient indications of this. As far 
as 1 am concerned, the steps taken so far are not sufficiently persuasive. 
I agree that Mubarak cannot follow in al-Sadat's footsteps. He has indeed 
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modified the earlier style, but there is no sign whatsoever to indicate that 
he has changed the content as well. There is no sign at all yet that he has 
changed the essence of the earlier policy. For example, why is it that 
Mubarak does not speak about the PLO? 


[Question] But the Fahd plan does not mention the PLO either. 
[Answer] That is true, but we do not accept the Fahd plan either. 


[Question] Then how do you explain the fact that PLO leader Yasir ‘Arafat 
nonetheless supports the Saudi Fahd plan? I had a conversation a month ago 
with "Arafat and at that time he defended the Fahd plan. How is this possible? 


[Answer] Did Yasir ‘Arafat discuss this with you? 


[Question] Yes. 


[Answer] You mean, he spoke to you about the Fahd plan? 


[Question] Yes. 


[Answer] But ‘Arafat has not announced that he agrees with the Fahd plan. 
Why did he not officially announce his agreement with the Fahd plan? This 
is because the Fahd plan is unacceptable; it is unacceptable to the Arab 
peoples and to the Palestinian masses. 


[Question] However, in the television interview he gave here in Budapest, 
"Arafat stated quite openly and clearly that in his opinion the Fahd plan 
was suitable. He added that the plan requires certain modifications. In 


your opinion, can the Fahd plan win the support of the Arab countries in 
the future? 





[Answer] At any rate, there are states that have announced they accept this 
plan; this is a well-known fact. 


[Question] Which states are these? 


[Answer] The reactionary Arab states support the plan. The progressive Arab 
regimes, however, have not made this sort of announcement. For exampie, 
Svria has not announced that it agrees with the Fahd plan. 


[Question] One of the serious problems of the region which you must face is 
that the Arab countries are divided by significant differences. I think this 
is a very important issue. Great economic and social backwardness exist in 
the Middle East. I have the petit bourgeois regimes in mind, the military 
dictatorships, shaykhdoms and various monarchies. At present there is no 
plan or initiative of any sort, even on the part of the steadfastness front. 

















[Answer] But what makes you think that the fate of the Middle East will be 
decided by the kings and presidents? 


[Question] I did not say that. 


[Answer] The fate of the Middle East will be determined by the Arab popular 
masses and the patriotic progressive forces. Of course, the struggle can 
take a long time. But in this struggle the progressive forces are playing 
the decisive role. The presidents and kings cannot arbitrarily do as they 
wish because they are afraid of their own people. 


[Question] This means, therefore, that the road to the solution of the 
Middle East crisis leads through the social revolutions, social changes to 
be accomplished in the Arab countries. Is this what you have in mind? 


[Answer] No, this is not what I have in mind. 


[Question] But how can these people manifest their interests, attain their 
goals, without changing these regimes? 


[Answer] No, the Arab peoples, by exerting pressure on these regimes, have 
succeeded so far in thwarting many plans of the United States and Israel in 


the regic as well. Of course, what you say is perfectly true. 


[Question] It seems that the steadfastness front is not sufficiently active 
at present. It has no initiatives. Why is that? 


[Answer] Earlier it had initiatives. 

[Question] But what about now? 

[Answer] As you have also mentioned, the disputes between the Arab states 
hinder the steadfastness front from fulfilling its obligations in line with 
expectations. Our task now is to activate the steadfastness and confrontation 


front. 


[Question] I think the fact that the military-strategic balance has been 
overturned in the Middle East is also a problem. 


[Answer] Yes, it has been upset. 


[Question] Syria has become weaker militarily in relations to the tremendous 
israeli military force because it has found itself on its own. 


[Answer] Against the Israeli-American force. 
[Question] Yes, including the Americans as well. Syria's neighbors, not 
only Egypt, have deserted it, because Syria has differences with Jordan and 


Iraq. Moreover, Lebanon also ties down its military forces. Syria's military 
Situation is rather serious. 
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[Answer] Indeed, it is rather difficult. This is quite true. However, this 
does not mean in any way that Syria could not resist in case of an attack. 
There is no question of this. I cannot say that Syria would be able to 
defeat Israel at present, its not capabie of this. However, if you ask me 
whether Syria could resist an Israeli attack, then my answer is that Syria 

is capable of serious resistance and this is a fact that the Americans 

and Israelis do not leave out of their calcuiations. Thus, at the moment 
they strike at Lebanon in a way so as to withdraw after each action. This 

is low they want to exert pressure on Syria, putting it in a difficult 
position. This is how they try to tire out, to exhaust Syria. 


[Question] The Americans say that if Syria refuses to support the Palestinians, 
it could regain the Golan Heights. 


[Answer] This is what the Americans say. This is what the Americans tell 
Syria. This is the sort of signal they send. But I do not believe in this. 
I do not believe it because Israel regards the Golan Heights as very 
important. But the population of the occupied areas, in the Golan Heights, 
just as in the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip, opposes the occupiers, 
oppeses the annexation of the Golan Heights. 


{Question] This means that Syria will not join in certain American settlement 
plans. 


[Answer] No, this is almost impossible. However, even if it were not 
possible, it would be very difficult to bring about. [as printed]

DAMASCUS RADIO CRITICIZES FRENCH POLICY

[Station commentary] 


[Text] The French Government, led by the French Socialist Party, has adopted 
a stand toward Franco-Syrian relations that can only be described as 
unjustified, unfriendly and not in the interest of these relations. The 
French Government decided to dismiss the Syrian military attache and the 
third secretary in the Syrian Embassy in Paris with no acceptable justifica- 
tion. The French Government embarked on this move following a car bomb 
explosion in Paris outside the offices of a magazine belonging to 

Saddam Husayn's regime. This French move, which has distorted the facts, 
will have no positive effect on bilateral relations. 


The French behavior came before the elapse of a sufficient period of time 

for a preliminary investigation of the car explosion, before anyone could 
establish the identity of the perpetrators and before any clarifications 

of the details of the incident could be obtained. This gives the impression 
that certain French circles already held ill intentions toward relations 

with Syria. This impression was not discredited by the declaration made by 
French External Relations Minister Claude Cheysson, in which he attempted 

to play down the vile French move by saying that there was not necessarily 

a connection between the dismissal of the Syrian diplomats and the explosion. 


The dictum of connecting the explosion and French behavior toward Syrian- 
French relations is unacceptable, because there is no record of carbombing 
in Syria's history or in its relations with other countries. Boobytrapped 
cars and other criminal methods are, however, recorded in the history of 
Saddam Husayn's regime. For example, the crime of al-Azbakiyah in Damascus 
and the boobytrapped cars sent into Syria by Saddam Husayn's regime and 
seized by security forces are proof of this. 


Syria has no interest in destroying its relations with France. Syria has 
shown an eagerness to preserve and promote these relations despite the 
policy of the French Socialist Party government led by Mitterrand, which 
witnessed French stand not commensurate with the previous even-handed 
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French policy--a policy that General de Gaulle founded, characterized by 
rejecting aggression and the annexation of territories and promoting 
support for the principles of justice and the right of nations to 
seli-determination. 


It is unlikely that Syria would embark on a move that would harm bilateral 
relations, because Syria has always tried to eliminate influences that 
would cause the French stand to move away from the even-handed policy which 
it must adopt. 


It would be foolish for Syria to contemplate blowing up a car outside the 
offices of a magazine hostile to Syria, a magazine that perpetrates lies and 
instigations against Syria. Syria adopts principled policies and stands with 
which it can reply to Saddam Husayn's regime and his supporters and agents. 
After any crime, the one with the motive must be found, and in the case 

of the car explosion in Paris, Syria does not stand to benefit. Indeed it 
has been harmed by it. The circies that would benefit from such an incident 
are Saddam's regime, Israel and all U.S. and Zionist circles, which pressure 
France to disrupt its relations with the Arabs in general and with Syria in 
particular. 


It is no secret that certain circles in the French Government are committed 
to Zionist circles, which helped President Mitterrand during the election, 
and that they are now paying the [Zionists] for these elections. 


Syria is not seeking to disrupt its relations with France, but it will not 
allow anyone to harm it or harm Arab relations and interests. The Arabs, 

who are eager to preserve their relations with France, hope that this bleak 
situation will not recur during Mitterrand's term of office, a situation 

that occurred in Franco-Arab relations during previous socialist governments, 
such as those that declared war against the Algerian people.

SENEGALESE PRESIDENT HOLDS PRESS CUNFERENCE

(Text ] Abu Dhabi, 27 Apr (WAKH)—Senegalese President Abdou Diouf has 
deciared that his talks with UAE President Shaykh Zayid ibn Sultan al-Nuhayan 
dealt with important economic and political issues. 


Speaking at a press conference in Abu Dhabi this evening, President Diouf said 
the talks dealt with issues of interest to the UAE and Senegal in particular, 
and the Arab world and the world in general. He said the talks were held 
within the framework of UAE-Senegalese cooperation. 


He said it was agreed to continue contacts on various levels at international 
conferences and organizations to strengthen the two countries’ cooperation. 
It was also agreed to establish a legal framework to regulate bilateral 
economic cooperation, he added. 


The Senegalese president said his talks with the UAE President also dealt with 
the activation of Arab-African cooperation to include all fieids. He asserted 
that the two sides are agreed on supporting the nonaligned movement and the 
Islamic conference organization. 


President Diouf affirmed that the views of the UAE and Senegal are identical 
regarding current issues in Africa and the Arab world, particularly the issues 
of Chad, Western Sahara, Namibia, racial discrimination in South Africa, the 
Iraqgi-Iranian war and the Afghan question. He noted that the two countries 
condemn the presence of foreign forces in Afghanistan and call for their 
withdrawal. 


Referring to the Iraqi-Iranian war, the Senegalese president said he agreed 
with the UAE President that there should be joint efforts to end this war, 
which threatens peace and security in the region and the world. 


Referring to Senegal's efforts to confront Zionist infiltration in Africa, 
President Diouf said his country is cooperating with the Islamic conference 
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organization, the Arab League and African presidents to confront the Zionist 
threat.

The two sides expressed their satisfaction over the tremendous efforts being 
exerted by the Arab and African countries to ensure international peace and 
stability. 


The communique said that in a spirit of fraternity, understanding and frankness, 
the two sides held “official talks on bilateral relations between the two 
friendly countries and on issues of common interest in Africa and the Arab 
world in particular and infthe world in general." 


The leaders of the two countries expressed satisfaction over bilateral rela- 
tions, which are characterized by fraternity and cooperation, and expressed 
interest in bolstering, expanding and deepening their economic cooperation. 
In this regard, the Senegalese side proposed an economic cooperation project 
and a protocol to implement the cultural agreement signed between the two 
countries. This protocol will be signed at a later date. 


Regarding Arab-African relations, the two countries expressed their satisfaction 
over the preva?ling spirit of fraternity. They also agreed to enhance these 
relations in various fields, particularly in the Afro-Arab cooperation sphere. 
They expressed satisfaction over the meeting in Dakar of the ministerial session 
of the permanent committee to prepare a program for Afro-Arab cooperation. 











fhe communique said the two sides expressed relief over the gigantic efforts 
being exerted by the Arab and African countries to ensure the international 
peace and stability necessary for their progress. In this regard, the UAE 
delegation explained to the Senegalese delegation the main goals of the 

GCC, goals which reflect the desire of the region's countries to bolster 
cooperation in various fields for the good and the welfare of all. It also 
expressed its support for the initiative which led to the formation of the 
confederation of Senegal, Gambia and Namibia, and wished it success in 
realizing the peoples" goals. 


Regarding the international situation, the communique said the two leaders 
expressed their concern over the crises in many regions of the world. They 
also expressed support for the regulations and goals of the United Nations, 
the nonaligned movement and the Islamic conference organization. They ex-

JUDICIAL AUTHORITY BILL APPROVED 
Beirut THE ARAB WORLD WEEKLY in English 10 Apr 82 pp 18-19 


[Text] The UAE Council of Ministers approved on April 5 1982 the Federal 
Judicial Authority Bill. 


Deputy Prime Minister Sheikh Hamdan bin Muhammad presided over the Cabinet 
meeting. 


The bill ensures the independence of the judiciary and provides for the estab- 
lishment of a higher judicial council to be headed by the Minister of Justice, 
Islamic Affairs and Awkaf. 


The other members of the council shall be: the ministry under-secretary, the 
chairman of the Supreme Federal Court, the Public Prosecutor, the Director of 
the Judicial Inspection Department in the Ministry, the seniormost chairman 
of the Federal Appeal Courts and the seniormost Chairman of the Federal First 
Instance Courts. 


According to the draft law, the council will work to achieve the independence 
of the judiciary, study legislative proposals on development of the judicial 
system and consider judges promotions. 


The draft law vests with the council all the powers which can be exercised by 
judges and public prosecutors. 


It states that federal courts include the supreme, appeal and first instance 
courts. 


The conditions of appointment, transfer, seniority and immunity to be enjoyed 
by judges are also set forth in the law. 


The Cabinet also reviewed a report submitted by the Ministry of Health on 
treatment of citizens abroad. 


A statement issued said the government had provided all facilities to hospitals 
and clinics in the country in tune with the government's policy to minimise 


wasteful expenditure.

Muslim nation and transcends all the obstacles which have been placed in the 
way of these interests, particularly during the critical stages when the 
enormous gravity of the threats to the Arab and Muslim nation emerges." 


In its editorial, AL-BAYAN says: "There is no doubt that the noble aims of 
the initiative which aims to end the bloodshed between the Arab brothers in 
Iraq and the Muslim neighbors in Iran are a very strong motive for carrying 
out this initiative expeditiously in view of the events and the exorbitant 

price of exhausting the human and material resources of the two sides in a 

manner which has recently exceeded their ability to bear such an attrition 

indefinitely." 


The paper adds: “Although the seriousness of the war requires very speedy 


action, the president was not content with the powers delegated to him by 
the members of the Supreme Council to take the action he deems necessary 
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in this regard, for he was also anxious not to ignore the Arab situation 
which is not any less serious now that the bloody Gulf war. Thus the 
Supreme Council's decision also provides for another Arab initiative to 

end the differences which have recently exacerbated at a most inappropriate 
time in view of the present stage and successive developments in the region 
which require expediting this preemptive initiative to prevent a further 
deterioration in the situation as a first objective, and then to construct 
the desired Arab stand as a later objective." 


In conclusion AL-BAYAN says: "Whatever the results of these two initiatives 
which Shaykh Zayid is carrying out with firm and sincere determination, it 
suffices the UAE to have the honor of making the attempt with a clear 
objective and with a determination to continue along the right path." 


The Ash-Shariqah AL-KHALIJ urges that the UAE president's initiative should 
turn into "an integrated Gulf action with all the Gulf countries, Arab and 
non-Arab, providing the necessary requisites for the initiative's success, 
particularly with regard to the initiative on ending the Iraqi-Iranian 
bloodshed."

The Ash-Sharigah AL-KHALIJ adds: "The threats arising from the Iraqi-Iranian 
war have greatly increased in recent months, during which the United States 
began to expose its aggressive military plans in the Gulf and the Indian Ocean 
through the rapid deployment force, Israel displayed its air power over the 
skies of the Arabian Peninsula and Israeli statements confirmed the 
possibility of the Israeli Air Force carrying out limited missions in the Gulf 
and the Arabian Peninsula, in accordance with the U.S.-Israeli strategic 
alliance. Thus, the United States began to talk about an international 
initiative to control Gulf security. U.S. institutions connected with the 
U.S. Government and the Pentagon have begun to talk about plans for the Gulf-- 
plans based on concern for safeguarding Western and Israeli interests in the 
region, according to remarks made by the U.S. secretary of defense a few 
months ago." 





AL-KHALIJ says: "The president's initiative to reconcile Iraq and Iran is a 
brave attempt which could develop into a real and serious action if supported 
by other Arab Gulf countries and if viewed by Iraq and Iran as a serious 

step different from current mediation attempts. Everyone's intentions toward 
Zayid's initiatives will reveal their views on the future of the region and 
developments in it." 








The paper adds: "Zayid's initiative to end the Iragi-Iranian war is the first 
Arab action to end U.S. and all superpower interference in the internal 
affairs of area countries. Therefore, it is a difficult task. However, 

such difficulties will be overcome if everyone supports the peace initiative 
of the UAE leadership and people." 


In its editorial the Abu Dhabi AL-FAJR says: "The pressing demand of every 
Arab at this critical time for the Arab nation is action to end all differences 
and unite all the Arab nation's capabilities--which, thank God, are many--so 

as to employ all our potential in the service of our pan-Arab causes and to 
achieve our just and legitimate rights.”

ADCO OUTPUT IN 1981 TOTALS 204 MILLION BARRELS 
GFO51135 Dubayy KHALEEJ TIMES in English 5 May 82 pl 


[Text] Oil production by the Abu Dhabi company for onshore oil operations 
(ADCO) totalled 204.8 million barrels in 1981, an average of 561,000 barrels 
a dav, according to the company's annual report for 1981. 


The company exported a total of 188.4 million barrels (24.2 million tons) 
of crude during the year, from the Jabal al-Zannah oil terminal, about 
110 miles west of Abu Dhabi town, at an average of 516,000 barrels per day (BPD). 


ADCO is the main oil producing company in the UAE whose production last year 
averaged at around 1.5 million BPD. 


The country's production was brought down to a little over one million BPD 
in line with the decision adopted by the Organisation of petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) at its Vienna emergency meeting in March. 


According to ADCO officials, the company is now allowed to produce about 
500,000 BPD while the second largest company, the Abu Dhabi marine operating 
company, (ADMA-OPCO), is only allowed to produce some 250,000 BPD, down from 
about 460,000 BPD in 1981. 


The remaining 250,000 BPD was distributed for other smaller companies in 
Abu Dhabi, Dubai and Ash-Sharigah. 


The destination of crude oil exported from Jabal al-Zannah was Europe 
(33 percent), the Far East (29.9 percent) North America (21.2 percent) and 
the Third World countries (15.9 percent). 


On May 25 ADCO began supplying crude oil as feed stock to the new Adnoc Ruways 
refinery. The design capacity is for a supply of 120,000 BPD. The actual 
supply was around 110,000 BPD. 


An average of 16,385 BPD was supplied during the year to Umm al-Nar refinery 
and about 1.3 million BPD to road tankers at Habshan and Jabal al-Zannah.

Development in the fields continued with the drilling of new wells and working 
over existing wells, part of a continuing plan embarked upon in 1980 to 
implement an expanding programme of selective injection and production (SIP).

AL-SHARIQAH NATURAL GAS NETWORK PLANNED 
Paris AN-NAHAR ARAB REPORT & MEMO in English No 14, 5 Apr 82 pp 9-10 


[Text] A distribution network to pipe natural gas to households and industries 
in the Emirate of Sharjah could begin deliveries early in 1983, the UAE daily 
GULF NEWS reported last week. The newspaper said a feasibility study under- 
taken by the Karachi Gas Company of Pakistan awaited the approval of Sharjah's 
Ruler, Sheikh Sultan bin Mohammed al-Qassimi. “Field surveys carried out dur- 
ing the last six months had shown that piped natural gas was readily acceptable 
in the Emirate both for domestic and industrial use," Khan Tariq Hamid, Manag- 
ing Director of the Karachi Gas Company, told the newspaper. He said that if 
the project won approval during the current month, the project could get under- 
way by May. 


According to a statement by Sheikh Sultan last month, Sharjah's onshore gas 
reserves are estimated at 10 trillion cubic feet. A main trunk gas pipeline 
is being laid from the Sajaa field by the Amoco Sharjah 0il Company, which has 
a concession covering oil exploration on shore throughout the Emirate. Sheikh 
Sultan has already stated that gas from the trunk line will be used to gener- 
ate electric power. The Sajaa field was discovered late in 1980 and exports 
of condensate or light oil from three producing wells are due to begin on 

May 15 of this year. Work on the three wells had been halted so that gather- 
ing and storage facilities could be completed but now three new wells are be- 
ing drilled. The Sajaa fields has an initial production capacity of 4,650 b/d 
but this is scheduled to rise to about 80,000 b/d in 1983. 


Mr Hamid said that if the piped gas project is approved, the Emirate would be 
divided up into sectors and that work would be carried out in phases. If the 
present timetable for the project is maintained, there could be 5,000 connec- 
tions for household gas by early 1983. The project is being sponsored by the 
Sharjah Economic Development Corporation (SEDC), a joint venture company es- 
tablished last year by Emiri decree which brings together the government of 
Sharjah and private investors. SEDC has an authorised capital of Dirhams 

1 billion ($270 million) and Dirhams 500 million ($135 million) of this was 
subscribed last year by local citizens.

NORTHERN EMIRATES TO USE AL-SHARIQAH GAS 
Paris AN-NAHAR ARAB REPORT & MEMO in English No 15, 12 Apr 82 p 7 


[Text] Final approval of a $750 million scheme to use gas from Sarjah's on- 
shore Sajaa oilfield to generate electricity in the UAE's northern Emirates is 
now awaitea following a meeting in Abu Dhabi last week of the board of direc- 
tors of the Emirates General Petroleum Corporation. The board discussed build- 
ing pipelines from the field to the northern Emirates and reviewed a report on 
the economical and technical feasibility of the project, in which gas would 
replace liquid fuels. 


Sheiba Saeed al-Hamily, Undersecretary of the Ministry of Petroleum and Natural 
Resources and Vice-Chairman of EGPC, said after the meeting that switching to 
gas in the power plants would preserve the UAE's oil and also reduce subsidies 
paid by the government on petrol. This amounted to Dirhams 1.35 billion ($670 
million) in 1981 and the sum of Dirhams 750 million ($205 million) has been 
allocated for the current year. 


Meanwhile, the Dubai daily GULF NEWS reported last week that work underway on 
gas projects in Sharjah was proceeding at a pace which would make it possible 
to meet the May 15 target date for the first exports of condensates from the 
Sajaa field. The date had been fixed by Sharjah's Ruler Sheikh Sultan bin 
Mohammed al-Qassimi. 


GULF NEWS said a part of the 35-kilometre main trunk line from the field had 
already been laid. This will supply gas to the Layah power station near Port 
Khaled and will also have two branch lines. These will supply gas to the 
Sharjah cement factory and a factory making tiles in the industrial zone of the 
Emirate. Provisions have also been made to connect the line to a gas grid 
supplying domestic and commercial users, as recommended in a recent study 
(AN-NAHAR ARAB REPORT & MEMO, April 5). 


The report said work was going on around the clock to complete the main gas 
processing plant which will separate condensates from the gas. Pipelines from 
the Sajaa field's wells to the plant have already been completed by the AMOCO 
Sharjah Oil Company, which is responsible for the entire project. 


Work was also going forward on pipelines to carry the condensates to storage 
facilities at the Emirate's small port of Hamriyah and thence to an offshore 
export loading buoy, GULF NEWS stated.

DUBAL PLANS EXPANSION, INCREASED EFFICIENCY 
Beirut THE ARAB WORLD WEEKLY in English 9 Apr 82 p 16 


[Text] After achieving production and marketing processes in 1981, the Dubai 
Aluminum Company (DUBAL) is drawing a five-year strategy for coping with the 
current recession by simultaneously increasing production and cutting costs. 
According to a report in the UAE newspaper KHALEEJ TIMES, the main aim of the 
plan is to achieve higher unit returns while pushing up production levels and 
generating new capacities by means of what Ian Livingstone, Dubal's chief 
executive, called “adjustments and minor investments.” 


The planning document, which should be completed by June of this year, is ex- 
pected to focus on additional production capacities at the $1.4 billion 
aluminum plant at Jebel Ali and the establishment of new downstream units. 

It is likely to cover the expansion of waterdesalination using heat from the 
smelter, additional capacities for manufacturing aluminum rods, an aluminum 
powder plant and a number of secondary projects. 


As far as lowering the per unit costs of producing aluminum is concerned, the 
plan may call for a reduction in the current workforce of 1,400. Mr Living- 
stone was quoted as saying that this would help to “optimise the output per 
man hour." 


Dubal has set a production target of 144,000 tonnes of aluminum for 1982, 
compared with a rated capacity of 135,000 tonnes, representing a utilisation 
factor of 107 percent. Last year, Dubal achieved capacity utilisation for the 
first time since the plant went on stream in 1979. A production target of 
77,648 tonnes was set initially after the shutdown of Line Two, but this was 
twice revised upwards to a final figure of 105,000 toanes. 


Actual output slightly exceeded this with 106,670 tonnes produced all of 
which was covered by customers’ orders. 


Dubal's smelter came to a ful’ production at the end of last September with all 
360 pots in operation. By the end of the year, output was running at a rate 

of 142,000 tonnes a year, with purity consistent at an average of 99.86 percent. 
The biggest customer for Dubal's production is Japan, but the company's man- 
agement hopes to boost the amount of aluminum sold to Gulf countries to about 
25,000 tonnes by next year.

INVESTMENTS ABROAD--Dubayy, 6 May (WAKH)--The UAE has increased its income 
from investments abroad by $l billion per year, thus adding to the continued 
strength of the UAE balance of payments.

INSURANCE LAW REVIEWED 

Beirut THE ARAB WORLD WEEKLY in English Nos 660, 661, 20, 27 Mar 82

[Text] Part I 


Law No 107 of 1976 regulating the insurance business in North Yemen was pro- 
mulgated at the same time as the Companies Act. The insurance law is of wide 
scope and covers both national and foreign companies in North Yemen engaged 

in insurance activities, whether covering risks on land, at sea or in the air. 
It also governs the activities of agents and brokers, regulates the reinsurance 
business and monitors the whole of the insurance industry. 


1. National Insurance Companies 


Insurance firms in North Yemen must be joint stock companies with their head 
offices in the country. A majority of the members of the board of directors 
must be Yemeni nationals. Insurance companies must have a minimum authorized 
capital of YR 5 million, fully paid up, whatever the type of activity engaged 
in. Authorization to operate (for a licence) is granted only after the conm- 
pany has completed all registration formalities in accordance with the Com 
panies Code. 


Every insurance company operating directly in Yemen or having a branch or 
agent in the country must deposit with the bank a guarantee, either in cash or 
in the form of stocks or securities amounting to 10% of the paid up capital, 
in accordance with instructions from the minister of the Economy. 


Property allocated as part of this guarantee is burdened with a statutory lien 
registered at the request of the minister. The mortgaged property, is 
assessed by not less than three appraisers retained at the company's expense. 
A maximum rate of 70% of the appraised value may be accepted as guarantee. 


The guarantee, as distinct from the statutory reserve, is a form of protec- 
tion for the company's clients and must always be equal to the prescribed 
minimum. Its maintenance is independent of profits, and withdrawal from it, 
notably to pay off the company's debts is prohibited except with the written 
authorization of the minister of the Economy.

However, the courts of competent jurisdiction and their enforcement authorities 
may levy a distress upon the guarantee in order to settle debts arising exclu- 
sively from the company's insurance activities. 


The registered value of the property is not limited to its book-value (i.e., to 
a definite amount) but rather is related to its real value; the same is true of 
the stocks and bonds constituting the guarantee the registered amount must 
therefore be periodically revised, particularly if the property has been 
affected by price changes, currency devaluation or a disaster such as a fire 
or earthquake. 


In .his case the revised inscription of the property value will be necessary. 
The insurance controller (who is at the same time the director of companies at 
the Ministry of Economy) may require the company to reconstitute the guarantee 
in the event that its value falls below the legal minimo. 


In this connection the company concerned and the bank of deposit must notify 
the controller of any drop in the value of the reserve within seven days of 
the occurrence. The controller may at any time request information from the 
bank concerning the guarantee. Although the law does not explicitly affirm 
the need for an expert appraisal to obtain the new valuation, stating simply 
that such a valuation must be made at the company's expense, the company must 
provide the new figure within 60 days of the request. 


In the event that a court-ordered distress is levied on all or part of the 
guarantee, the insurance controller must demand its reconstitution under the 
conditions mentioned above. 


As the composition of the guarantee is not prescribed the company may, with 
the approval of the ministry move to replace some or all of the securities 
making up the guarantee with any other form of security provided the legal 
minimum in effect at the time of the formation is respected. 


No one from the bank of deposit or from the company may make use of any part 
of the reserve except by decision of the courts having achieved the force of 
res judicata or with the written authorization of the minister provided the 
company has no debts accruing from its insurance operations. Im such cases, a 
notice to the attention of policy holders or to whom it may concern must be 
published in the Official Gazette and twice in a local daily newspaper before 
authorization may not be granted until three months after the date of the 
second publication of the announcement. The cancellation of the inscription 
in the Real Estate Register of the statutory lien may be accomplished accord- 
ing to the same procedure. 


The bank may nevertheless with the approval of the minister make use of that 
part of the reserve deposited in cash in the company's name for the purchase 
of stocks and bonds. Insurance companies may open branches in Yemen provided 
controller is notified no later than one month of opening thereof and respon- 
sibility for the operation of branched remain with head offices.

[Text] Part II 


Since jurisprudence was frozen at the end of the 3rd century AH (10th century 
AD) judicial conformity (taqleed) bars the qadis, like the muftis (legal ex- 
perts), from handing down decisions inconsistent with the solutions reached by 
the founders of the orthodox schools, des »ite the fact that before that time 
their predecessors contributed to the development of Islamic Law. 


Consequently the fetwa (legal consultations) are merely references to doctri- 
nal solutions presented in a summary form, and have no original normative 
power. However, orthodox doctrine does provide for (hiyal)--expedients, of 
which compilations have been made--intended to attenuate the severity of legal 
prescriptions. Judges must explain the grounds for their decisions. They 
never refer to or cite previous decisions, as Islamic Law is not jurispruden- 
tial. 


3. Commissions 


In specific sectors governed by various sets of regulations--such as the For- 
eign Capital Investment Code No M/4 of 1 January, the Commercial Code, the 
Customs Code--judicial functions are exercised by special commissions set up 
for this purpose. 


A royal ordinance of 14 March 1926 organizing the courts on a temporary basis 
established a commercial court competent to hear all commercial disputes. 
This court, which sat in Jeddah and whose members were appointed by the King, 
fell into disuse-with the foundation in 1963 of the Commissions for the 
settlement of Commercial Disputes, courts of first instance to which was 
added in 1967 a commission of appeal. Each of these commissions--of which 
there are three, located in Dammam, Jeddah and Riyadh--is made up of three 
officials of the Ministry of Commerce. 


The Labour Code of 1969 provides for the establishment of Commissions of 
First Instance competent to hear all cases involving values of not more than 
SR 3,000 and of a commission of appeal competent to hear cases involving 
larger amounts znd appeals concerning workmen's compensation or compensation 
for termination of employment. Labour disputes may also be resolved through 
arbitration. 


Settlements by arbitration can be appealed to the commission of appeal unless 
the arbitration agreement provides otherwise. It is worth mentioning that 
the shari'a does not foresee the possibility of arbitration. An arbitration 
clause, even if legal, is not binding, in that the parties are not required 
to stand by it; it takes effect only if all parties to the contract so wish. 


The Customs Commissions sit in the various directorates (Jeddah, Damman, 
Tabuk, Northern Borders, Jaizan, Qarjah) and are competent to rule on infrac- 
tions of customs regulations (mainly smuggling and customs fraud). 


The Foreign Capital Investment Code of 1979 provides (Art 4) for the creation 
of a Foreign Capital Investment Commission competent to hear all disputes 

















concerning the application of the provisions of the code referred to it by 
foreign investors or any other interested party, and to submit its recommen- 
dations to the competent authorities. By the terms of Order in Council No 323 
which established the norms of applicationof the law, the authority competent 
to apply sanctions concerning such disputes in the Ministry of Industry and 
Electricity. 


Jurisdictional Commissions competent to rule on infractions of Public 

Tender Regulations were set up in 1975. They consist of three qualified offi- 
cials chosen by the minister of commerce, and follow special procedures. 
Rulings can be appealed to the commerce minister. 


4. Diwan al Mazalem 


The Diwan al Mazalem, created by a royal decree of 8 June 1955, functions as 
an administrative tribunal competent to rule on all disputes arising from 
relations between the administration and individuals (Saudi or foreign 
nationals). This institution descends from the wilayat al mazalem, a sort of 
court of justice held by the first caliphs and first formally instituted under 
the Ottoman Empire. Directly attached to the Council of Ministers, it serves 
as 2 defacto court of appeal for the other courts and compensates for the 
absence in Islamic Law of a hierarchy of jurisdiction. 


Its jurisdiction is not limited by the precepts of the Shari'a; it can rule 
according to the rules of equity (Istihsasn). 
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
